YUGOSLAVIA’S POSITION IN THE STRUGGLE 
FOR TRUE PEACE 


HE CONGRESS of the Yugoslav 

National Committee for the 
Defence of Peace held on the 17th of 
July this year once more defined the 
basic lines of the Yugoslav view on 
the problems of international rela- 
tions in general, and on the problems 
of international peace and the man- 
ner of itg realisation and stabilisa- 
tion in particular, The Yugoslav at- 
titude might be expressed with the 
following words: peace is the affair 
of all nations and they can protect 
it by fighting the germs which are 
poisoning international relations and 
causing conflicts; people do not want 
war; to prevent war means to fight 
against it with deeds. 

The division of the world into 
blocks with opposing groups of coun- 
tries in which one country lays 
claim to hegemony or exercises it 
while the rest are granted the right 
to submit to it -—- although it may 
mean comparative peace, temporary 
peace of the great powers, really re- 
presents a threat to peace for which 
all mankind aspires, The division of 
the world into blocks, and this means 
into spheres of interest, carried 
out on the basis of the relation of 
forces at a certain time, inevitably 
leads to conflicts over the new divi- 
sion on the basis of the relation of 
forces at another time. New Yugo- 
slavig which was formed in the 
struggle for national independence, 
freedom and equality of the national- 
ities —- which excludes the very 
concept of blocks in which the hege- 
mony of a sirgle state would be e- 
stablished (these principles were 


proclaimed by the United Nations 
during the war against fascism and 
these are also UN Charter principles) 
— New Yugoslavia has never, for a 
single moment abandoned this strug- 
gle, in the firm belief that real and 
genuine peace is conditioned by the 
observance of a people’s right to in- 
dependent life and development, and 
equality in relations with other 
countries, 


Peace — means sincere and lasting 
international cooperation. To fight 
for it not in the declamatory and 
Fropagandist manner (as quite dif- 
ferent tendencies are often conceal- 
ed behind peace-loving phrases) 
means to struggle for such interna- 
tional cooperation whose basic law 
should be to respect the sovereign 
equality of states. Therefore, to fight 
truly and sincerely for peace amounts 
to fighting with deeds in order 
to remove the obstacles standing in 
the way of the collaboration of na- 
tions, and to strengthen such colla- 
boration based on equality of na- 


tions. 
The Yugoslav National Peace 
Committee has drawn attention 


to the constructive proposals made 
by the Yugoslav Government for the 
joint solution of all the problems 
which serve as g pretext for creat- 
ing tension, as in the concrete case 
with Yugoslavia. The Congress gshow- 
ed again that Yugoslavia’s peace- 
loving declarations are based on her 
actions, namely on the fact that Yu- 
goslavia hag always shown her rea- 
dinenss to solve all questions which

are held to be disputed questions in 
an amicable manner. But this does 
not mean that Yugoslavia is for every 
kind of “collaboration” and every 
kind of “peace”, If her national 
independence and freedom were at 
stake — all Yugoslavia would rise 
to a man against every attempt at 
imposing . hegemonist peace, a false 
peace, 

The sincerity of declarations tor 
peace and collaboration between na- 
tiong can only be verified in actual 
practice, Yugoslavia is not afraid of 
showing her reality, her practice. 
But those who are attacking her are 
certainly afraid, otherwise they 
would not avoid replying to the pro- 
posal of the Yugoslav National Pea- 
ce Committee that an enquiry should 
be made in Eastern European coun- 
tries and in Yugoslavia avoid- 
ing this either by silence (like prac- 
tically the whole of the Soviet and 
Cominform press) or by direct re- 
jection (e, g. Ilya Ehrenburg), 

Defending their national independ- 
ence and freedom, striving for 
the respecting of the rights of all 
international relations, for real in- 
ternational cooperation, peacefully 
and devotedly building a better life 
— the Yugoslav working people are 
realistically supporting the cause of 
true and lasting peace. Their efforts 
are followed by the sympathies and 
active support of democrats in the 
world as Yugoslavia takes an honou- 
rable place as a consistent fighter 
in the struggle of manking for true 
peace. 
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Two Opposite Moves to 
Solve the Crisis in the 
German Progressive 
Movement 


HE STRONGER the pressure 
iT prought to bear by the Com- 
niunist Party of the USSR through 
the mediun of its agency in Eastern 
yermany on the progressive move- 
ment in Germany, the greater grows 
the resistance of the German democ- 
ratic forces against the hegemonist 
tendencies of the Soviet leadership 
und its agency in Eastern Germany. 
his fact has also been pointed out 
at the Third Congress of the Comin- 
form United Socialist Party for East- 
ern Germany which was held last 
rmonth from the 20th to 25th in Ber- 
lin. The conference held in the mid- 
dle of last month by rcpresentatives 
of Western German communists, left- 
wing socialists and other Marx'st 
groups who are disatisfied with the 
present policy of the leadership of 
the German progressive movement 
has also shown that the German 
party membership and pragressive 
peopie in general, especially in the 
western part of the country, geatly 
disapprove of the Cominform policy, 
that is of subordinating the German 
progressive movement to the Soviet 
foreign ‘policy. 


Already on the very first day of 
the Berlin Congress it became clear 
that its principal aim (beside sing- 
ing the praises of the ‘wise Soviet 
leadership”) was to “give lessons” 
to the West German Party. On this 
oeesion, the president of the United 
Socialist Party of Eastern Germany, 
Wilhelm Piek, sharply criticised the 
West German Party and its secre- 
tary general Max Reimann for a 
tendency within the Party towards 
“sectarianism, vagueness and ti- 
midity” and many other ““weak- 
nesses”. Reimann on his part refer- 
rd. “self-critically” to his past 
work and to the incriminated 
tendencies in the Western German 
Party, repeating his former threat 
to truly progressive people in 
Western Germany. He promised that 
the party’s policy would be “drastic- 
ally changed” and that no further

“opportunist deviations” would be 
permitted. Reimann’s self-debase- 
ment wag not sufficient. Piek re- 
peated the lesson pointing out that 
“Reimann had not yet drawn the 
necessary conclusions which ought to 
lead to a serious improvement of 
the Communist positions in Western 
Germany”. 

It was only at the end of the Con- 
gress that the real aim of this “cri- 
ticism’” and its consequences were 
revealed: a resolution was passed 
placing the Communist Party of 
Western Germany under the leader- 
ship of the United Socialist Party 
of Eastern Germany, and conse- 
quently under the jurisdiction of the 
Cominform, that is the Soviet lea- 
dorship. 


At the end of the Congress a new 
Political Bureau of the United So- 
cialist Party of Eastern Germany was 
elected, A novelty was introduced: 
besides the two presidents — Wil- 
helm Pieck and Otto Grottewohl — 
the post of secretary general has now 
been created, the post which has 
been taken by the German Cerven- 
kov, Walter Urbricht, the exponen! 
of the Soviet policy in Germany. 


In order to make a threatening 
impression on everybody regardles: 
cf their being for or against the pre~ 
sent Soviet policy and the policy o! 
its satellites, a march was organised 
in Berlin after the Congresg — which: 
was little else than a military parade. 

While in Berlin threats were ut- 
tered at the Congress, while a re~- 
solution was passed under the sha- 
dow of Soviet bayonets — a resolu- 
tion which had to be adopted ani 
which placed the whole progressiv> 
West German movement under th- 
protection of the Soviet suzerain, a! 
Ratingen truly progressive repre- 
sentatives of Western Germany 
condemned the method of orderinz 
and bessing in the labcur movemen'. 
They condemned the Cominform s 
lack of respect for the struggle whier 
the West German working class «s 
waging under very difficult condi- 
tions, pointing out that. thanks to the 
Ceminform policy of the Communist 
Party of Germany, this workin: 
class was exposed to a ruthless cz- 
pitalist exploitation and that the

Communist Party of Germany was 
not pursuing the policy of struggle 
against the oppression of the work- 
ing class, but that the party had 
placed itself in the service of the 
political interests of the USSR, thus 
ceasing to be the party of the Ger- 
man proletariat and the protector of 
the German people in general in the 
present very difficult circumstances. 
In a word, the Ratingen conference 
offered resistance to the tendencies 
of submission which at that time ob- 
tained such a clear expression at 
the Congress in Berlin. 

Both the Congress in Berlin (in- 
directly) and the conference at Rat- 
ingen (directly) showed that “omis- 
sions and basic weaknesses” in the 
progressive movement of Germany 
should be sought in the position of 
inferiority which its leadership takes 
towards the Cominform, respectively 
the Soviet Party, and in its satel- 
litism in relation to Soviet foreign 
policy which today ignores the inte- 
rests of the working class and peo- 
ple in other countries, which ignores 
the specific conditions in which 
these countries and their progressive 
movements find themselves. When 
such relations are detected, they 
cannot inspire anyone in the strug- 
gle for a better life and a better fu- 
ture. They naturally cannot in- 
spire the truly progressive people in 
Western Germany, because such re- 
lations have a demoralising effect. 
The truly progressive forees every- 
where, and especially in Western 
Germany, are resisting the policy of 
hegemony of the USSR and its agen- 
cies, These forces are coming toge- 
ther, organising themselves and pre- 
paring. They are rallying around 
them the broad masses of sincerely 
progressive peole. The Ratingen con- 
ference is part of these efforts. 


Hegemonistic Tendencies 
ot USSR on the Baltic Sea 


HE SWEDISH ambassador and 
Danish chargé d’affaires in 
Moscow on the 24th of last month 
handed the Soviet Government two 
similar notes of protest in connection 
with the arbitrary expansion of So- 
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viet territorial zones on the Baltic 
Sea from three to twelve nautical 
miles. The notes point out that the 
boundary of 3 to 4 miles had been 
observed for centuries. The sending 
of these notes —- decided upon at the 
recent inter-Scandinavian conference 
was motivated by the fact 
that numerous Swedish and Danish 
fishing boats had been stopped by 
Soviet coast guards, According to 
Soviet authorities, the Swedish and 
Danish ships were stopped because 
they had sailed to within less than 
12 miles of the Soviet coast. 


The writing of the Soviet periodi- 
cal “Soviet State and Law” also 
testifies to the Soviet hegemonistic 
appetites on the Baltic Sea, This pa- 
per last June published an article 
by S. V. Molodcov, professor of the 
Moscow Faculty of Law, in which 
it is said that the Baltic Sea should 
be considered a closed sea and that 
therefore riparian countries can pro- 
hibit warships of no-riparian coun- 
tries to enter that sea, Molodcov po- 
ints out that in view of the 
situation of the Baltic Sea all theo- 
ries concerning the Baltic as an open 
s€q are incompatible with the defen- 
ce of the independence and national 
sovereignity of the riparian states. 
The article says that “as a result of 
the Second World War and the in- 
crease of the might of the Soviet 
Union as a power representing a 
bulwark of peace”, the situation on 
the Baltic has radically changed. 
This change has facilitated the cause 
of peace in that region and created 
favourable conditions for the intro- 
duction of a legitimate international 
control of Ore Sund by the countries 
on the Baltic — a control which 
will frustrate Anglo-American ag- 
gressive plans and ensure democra- 
tic peace and international coope- 
ration”, (Dagens Nyheter, June 19, 
1950). To corroborate his thesis, 
Molodcov refers to certain historical 
documents. concerning agreements 
between riparian states from the 
17th and 18th century and main- 
tains that the Copenhagen conven- 
tion from 1857 is still in force. 


The Swedish and Danish public 
and press, except the Coramunist 
papers, vigourously reacted to Mo- 
lodcov’s article, pointing out that 


such a thesis could not have obtai- 
ned expression in the Soviet peri- 
odical had it not coincided with the 
attitude of the Soviet Government. 
The papers flatly deny that there 
are any grounds for such assertions 
No riparian country, they say, could 
ever consent to such a solution, ag it 
would mean loss of its independen- 
ce. Declarations to that effect were 
also made by Torsten Gihl, professor 
of international law in Stockholm, 
and Georg Cohn, the Danish expert 
on international law. Torsten Gihl 
points out inter alia that the Co- 
penhagen Convention, mentioned by 
Molodcov, does not apply in this 
case at all as it only abolishes cus- 
toms duty on Ore Sund with a view 
to advancing merchant navigation 
which has nothing to do with 
warships. 

There is no doubt that the experts 
on international law are in a posi- 
tion to find justification and argu- 
ments for theses on various questions 
to suit the interests of one or anoth- 
er power. But it is clear that 
the thesis of the Soviet professor at 
this moment favours the -strengthen- 
ing of the Soviet Union as a great 
power on the Baltic Sea. It is also 
obvious that in such a system as 
planned by Molodcov, the riparian 
countries on the Baltic Sea would 
not, in the present international si- 
tuation, enjoy cqual rights and have 
equal say and that the penefit would 
be unilateral, 


New Soviet Pressure on 
Poland’s Economy 


HE PLENUM of the Central 

Committee of the United Work- 
ers’ Party of Poland, held in War- 
saw recently, discussed the revision 
of the six-year economic plan 
(1950—1955), The basic outlines of 
the Polish plan were established way 
back at the Congress of Unification, 
in December 1948, while last year the 
plan itself was definitively drawn 
up, The change of the original plan, 
which just like in Czechoslovakia 
and Bulgaria, etc. is being effected 
under the pressure of the Soviet U- 
nion, moves mainly in two directions: 
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towards an inercase of the rate of 
production and towards an increase 
of the scope of accumulation, name- 
ly towards a_ still more marked 
development of those branches 
which produce for export to the 
USSR. Thus the chief stress has been 
laid on two branches — on the me- 
tallurgical and machine industry and 
on raw materials, At the above 
Plenum, Hilary Mince, member of 
the Polish Party’s Politbureau, de- 
clared that the main principles of 
the plan had undergone considerable 
alteration, that the new plan envi- 
saged broader and more far-reaching 
tasks. He also said that opportunist 
(meaning specific for Poland) me- 
thods inplanning had been removed, 
and bolshevik .(meaning Soviet-bu- 
reaucratic) methods had been adopt- 
ed, that the Minimalist attitude, 
which allowed many possibilities 
for a more rapid development to re- 
main unutilized, had been elimina- 
ted. 

It ig worth noting that the session 
of the Central Committee Plenum 
and the radical revision of the eco- 
nomic plan followed immediately 
upon the conclusion of the eight- 
year trade agreement between the 
USSR and Poland, an agreement 
which was signed in the spirit of a 
“consolidation of mutual economic 
relations on the grounds of the eco- 
nomic plans of both countries”. 

The real meaning of these changes 
is to ga certain extent revealed by 
the data on trade conducted between 
Poland and the USSR. Such: data, 
though not complete since they do 
not include exchanges under special 
arrangements, are nevertheless an 
eloquent proof of the complete con- 
trol of USSR over Poland’s foreign 
trade. Of the Soviet bloc countries, 
two participate mainly in Poland’s 
foreign trade: the USSR, which gets 
the lion’s share, and Czechoslovakia, 
Poland’s trade with the remaining 
countries of the Soviet bloc is insigni- 
ficant, The Soviet—Polish 5-year 
trade agreement provided for an 
annual exchange cf 265 million 
dollars. Poland’s trade with the 
USSR and the remaining countries 
of its bloc for this year, however, 
is envisaged at about 700 milion dol- 
lars (which is an increase of 81% 
ag compared with 1948) and which 
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in comparison with Poland’s foreign 
trade in 1949 marks an increase of 
60%. After the conclusion of the 
eight-year trade agreement, Poland’s 
obligations with respect to exports 
fo the USSR, increased even more. 
Under the new agreement Poland 
has received a goods credit of 100 
million dollars and has undertaken 
the commitment to augment its trade 
with the USSR by 60% as compared 
with the average exchange realized 
in the period 1948—1950. 


The consequence of this increased 
pressure on Poland toward augment- 
ing her trade with the USSR is 
a Steady deterioration of her trade 
and political position in the world 
generally, and more pronounced in- 
ternal unbalancing of her economy. 
Poland, on the one hand, has to ex- 
port increasing quantities of capital 
goods to the USSR (according to of- 
ficial data released by the Planning 
Commission, production of the heavy 
industry in the second quarter fell 
far below its target owing toa short- 
age of raw waterials, registering 
the folowing indices: pig iron 96%, 
refined lead 87%, narrow-gauge 
locomotives 94%, railears 86%, etc.), 
exporting foodstuffs mainly to the 
Western countries, while on the 
other hand, the main Polish export 
item, coal, is being marketed with in- 
creasing difficulty due to German 
competition, and is bringing in less 
and less foreign currencies, In addi- 
tion, Poland is burdened by huge 
expenditures for the maintenance of 
a whole army of Soviet experts, the 
majority of whom are simple work- 
ers. According to some reports, 
which were never denied, 60% of a 
total of 100,000 workers employed at 
the large metallurgical plant in Cra- 
cow are Russian specialists and 
workers, 


AS a result of all this, Poland’s 
economic difficulties with regard to 
faw material and capital goods sup- 
plies have of late increased conside- 
rably, They have been especially 
intensified through the growing dif- 
ficulty of maintaining and develop- 
ing trade relations with other coun- 
tries, upon which the rate and vo- 
lume of production in Poland de- 
pends to a large measure. The altera_ 
tion of the six-year plan under the 
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pressure of the Soviet Union, the 
disregard of specific conditions and 
the imposition of rigid, bureaucratic 
Soviet methods of planning, will only 
aggravate Poland’s economic situa- 
tion, 


The Background of a 
British Proposal 


HILE the representatives of 

France, Germany, Italy and 
Benelux are discussing the Schuman 
Plan in Paris, while representatives 
of different economic branches of 
Germany and France are conducting 
concrete talks on cooperation, settl- 
ing the question of the mutual di- 
vision of labour and markets as well 
as that of prices, Great Britain has 
come out with the proposal to orga- 
mize an international conference 
under the auspices of the United 
Nations, This conference would have 
to deal with the alleviation of world 
depression and securing cf full em- 
ployment. Although this proposal 
came as q sprise, an explanation for 
it can be found both in the present 
economic and political situation in 
the world and even more go in the 
perspectives of development of eco- 
nomic and political conditions, coupl- 
ed with the appearence of new 
contradictions and Britain’s position 
in them, 


The policy pursued by the USA 
towards the establishment of a uni- 
fied market in Western Europe 
has registered certain successes of 
late. It has completely abandoned 
its earlier course of forming 
customs and economic unions 
which seemed too long-ranged and 
left little hope as to the prospect of 
achieving concrete results in the 
near future. Instead, the USA today 
in Western Europe supports actions 
which aim at the direct solution of 
the problems of each individual e- 
conomic branch. The central place 
in this policy is occupied by Western 
Germany, which with its industrial 
potential has oncee again become a 
factor which the West European 
countries must take increasingly into 
account, Western Germany disposes 
today with a comparatively strong 
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economic potential, whose mainte- 
nance and further development great- 
ty depends on exports. Its pro- 
duction rests on the import of raw 
materials and export of finished 
nroducts. The first factor, from the 
“vtewpoint of marketing raw mate- 
“als, greatly interests American 
exporters, while it ig up to the USA’s 
-ureign policy to protect American 
exports of goods and capital from 
German competition on their main 
~vorld markets. American interests 
<un be best protected from German 
competition if the latter’s export is 
chanelled in definite directions and 
absorbed on those markets where 
American interests are not vitally 
involved, and if the development of 
its productive forces is in the future 
carried through not indepedently, 
hut within a broad network of in- 
terests of several countries. The USA 
would here create the necessary con- 
caitions for Western Germany to 
augment her export while at the 
§59Me time protecting itself from her 
competition. 

The fact that Britain has not been 
in these combinations undoubtedly 
constitutes a grave danger to her 
future economic and political posi- 
{.on. The issue at stake is whether 
Eritain in the new situation will be 
able, and to what extent she will 
be able to retain her positions in the 
world capitalist economy, which have 
been encroached upon in many 
respects during the Second World 
War. All unification and extension 
of the market on the Continent is 
damaging to the vital economic and 
pelitical interests of Great Britain. 
All this would in consequence con- 
siderably weaken the competitive 
force of British industry which in 
turn would weaken its political role, 
both on a European and world scale. 


All these facts provide an expla- 
nation to Britain’s latest proposal 
which aims at bringing about a broad 
international meeting, at which she 
would have the opportunity to get a 
closer and more detailed view of her 
position and determine her attitude. 
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“TWO CAMPS” AND 


THE CP OF SPAIN 


ETERNAL ZIGZAGGING 
OF AN UNPRINCIPLED POLICY

N 20TH NOVEMBER, 1947, the ‘Mundo 
Obrero”’ published an article headlined 
“The Spanish Republicans and 
Anti-fascists Should Align Them- 
selves in the Anti-Imperialist 
and Democratic Camp”. This marked 
the first and official sign — of this there can 
be no doubt -— that the Cominform had knocked 
ou our door. 


At that time six weeks had passed since the 
day when the same paper, the central organ of 
the Spanish Communist Party, published in Pa- 
ris, acquainted its readers with the Warsaw re- 
solutions. As was compulsory, the editorial (of 
the 9th October issue) claimed that the resolu- 
tions signified ‘a new impetus, and a new inesti- 
mable help for our struggle”. At that moment, 
after a lapse of six weeks, the “Mundo Obrero”’ 
and the Politbureau of the Party were stil feel- 
ing incapable of explaining to Spaniards what 
they should do to make good use of that ‘im- 
petus” and “help”, which was offered to them 
in such sensational fashion. 


The Central Committee did not meet to dis- 
cuss this issue. That however was searcely to 
be wondered at since the supreme organ of the 
Party had not been meeting for over eleven 
years. But some members of the Central Com- 
mittee and other responsible comrades ventured 
to comment in hushed tones and in odd corners 
— their leading function having been 
reduced to that level — the so-called “historical 
declaration” of nine communist parties. And all 
those with whom I was able to talk, in whispers 
of course, were quite convinced that the Comin- 
form’s policy “did not suit the in- 
terests of Spain”. 


There were enough grounds for this view. 1) 
The objective political conditions of our coun- 
try greatly differed from those of the parties 
represented at the Warsaw conference. 2) It was 
considered besides that the communist party of 
Spain-notwithstanding its great present tasks 
and its heroic past — had not been invited to 
the conference precisely for that very reason. 
3) The line of policy and propaganda pursued 
‘then by the Party contributed towards the 
drawing of such conclusions. 4) To that end, and 


not without foundation, were recalled the words 
of Dimitrov which Dolores Ibaruri was in the 
habit of quoting in her articles and speeches, 
viz. “Each country will pursue socialism by its 
own road”. 

In effect, Spain was not a people’s democracy 
on the road to socialism, nor a country with the 
same conditions as Italy or France. I do not 
believe even now, as I did not then, that the 
Cominform line would be sound for the rest of 
Europe. But, indubitably, the peoples freed from 
Hitler’s occupation and domestic fascism were 
facing problems different from our own and 
tasks of longer range: in some cases these peo- 
ples might find themselves in the position of 
having to clash with former allies within the 
country and abroad, and, therefore, to restrict 
or reform the camp of democratic and progres- 
sive forces. The Spanish people, on the contrary, 
could not introduce into the republican and anti- 
fascist camp any elements of disruption and ex- 
clusiveness. It needed to regroup anew and se- 
curely the political forces which had fought 
together in the glorious days of the civil war, 
and all forces generally which were ready to 
continue the struggle for the common cause. 
Briefly, our struggle was imposing on us, as the 
primary condition, the largest possible exten- 
sion of the internal democratic front against 
Franco’s fascist regime. 

At a Paris conference, in March, 1947, La 
Passionaria recalled the policy of the civil war 
years — the policy of unity, republican and anti- 
fascist unity. “That which was then necessary 
to continue the war and win the peace, is also 
necessary today”, she said, “in order to deliver 
a definitive blow to Francoism”. Qoting Le- 
nin’s texts in support of her thesis, she especial- 
ly underlined the following: “A stronger 
opponent can only be defeated by exercising all 
available forces, with compulsory  utili- 
sation, cautiously, systematicaly, attentively and 
skillfully, of even the smallest crack in the ene- 
my’s make-up, each contradiction occurring in 
the interests of different groups or different 
bourgeois categories inside each coun- 
try. Similarly to be utilised is every, even. the 
tiniest, possibility for the acquisition of an ally 
among the masses, be such ally even temporary, 
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wavering, unstable, insufficiently secure, condi- 
tional”. 


The situation in Spain had not changed 
between March and November 1947. However, 
someone might ask: had six months not been 
enough for men and parties to review and 
amend their attitudes? Let us not be deceived. 
The leadership of C. P. S. had accustomed us 
to changes of policy. This practice was not the 
consequence of any contemplation, but ranged 
as an acrobatic feat. 


On September 4th, 1947, whilst Zhdanov 
was applying the final touches to his Warsaw 
speech, “Mundo Obrero” was far from “hitting” 
the new line. Its front-page centre article on 
Spanish policy was headlined in large type 
“The Renewal of National Uni- 
ty”. The Politbureau thought it necessary 
to illustrate this famous policy of peddling na- 
tional unity, which was inaugurated in 1942, 
with certain contemporary happenings inside 
Spain. The article contains the following cha- 
racteristic passage: ‘There exist in Spain bour- 
geois cores, which have amalgamate d 
themselves, inmore or less active 
form, with the Francoist conglo- 
merate ata determined epoch, and which, 
for comprehensible reasons, are detaching them- 
selves from the latter and drawing nearer to 
national masses. When our Party elaborated and 
presented to the people the policy of national 
unity, this had been done on the basis of a pro- 
found study of the situation”. 


In the course of those months, Party propa- 
ganda was thus either gently rocking or jump- 
ing with violent jerks from the so-called “repub- 
lican democratic front” to the policy of alli- 
ance with the components of the “Francoist 
conglomerate’, which, “for comprehensible 
reasons”, decided one beautiful day to place the 
word “former” before its true name. In the pe- 
riod between the Warsaw meeting and 20th 
November the slogans referred to did not change 
in essence. However, it was upcen someone to 
notice the mistake and forthwith to indicate the 
need for its correction. 

On November 20th, 1947, the Politbureau 
sunddenly forgot the monstrous aberrations of 
“national unity”, together with the right slogan 
of the democratic and republican front. In the 
absence of any change in the situation, without 
any justification which might have been provid- 
ed by some occurrence connected with our 
struggle, the Communist Party set into motion 
this disruptive, unacceptable and senseless in- 
tention to apply the policy of “blocks” of the 
USSR C. P. to our thoroughly specific Spanish 
case, Starting from that day, as claimed by the 
Spanish CP, all republicans and anti-fascists 
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were no longer in the same Spanish “block”, in 
the identical national struggle against Franco’s 
regime, but were automatically split by Zhda- 
nov’s disruptive line. The Spanish anti-fascists 
and republicans were invited to align themsel- 
ves — a word indicative of blind obedience — 
into an anti-imperialist camp; those who might 
hesitate would at once be branded as agents or 
hirelings of imperialism. Lenin’s advice that all 
forces should be exerted for the careful utilisa- 
iion of any cracks in the enemy’s make-up had 
been forgotten just like so many others of his 
counsels. 


Quite evidently the CP had not launched a 
new slogan, but had produced, with all inherent 
consequences. a new appraisal of the Spanish 
problem. In doing this, the CP was not inspired 
by the imperative demands of our struggle, but 
restricted itself to the pursuit of a strange poli- 
cy, unheeding of the havoc such policy would 
inevitably provoke in the ranks of anti-fascist 
opposition. 

What happened next? One section of Spanish 
democrats-workers’ forees, honest republicans- 
was condemned a priori, they were fought with 
fire and sword, they were stuffed — with un- 
forgivable irresponsibility -- into the same 
waste basket with Franco. The people were 
asked to hate and attack many who formed their 
natural allies and who were an integral part 
of the people. At the same time no effort is 
spared to divert the direction of anti-Francoist 
salvoes of fighting men and to provide them 
with another target. The deeds of the Comin- 
form, disruptive in other parts of the world- 
had even more disastrous and tragic effect in 
the case of Spain. 

Our struggle requires a policy of unity, unity 
within democracy, within the Republic, unity 
in a free and independent continuation of tra- 
ditions, people’s trends, traditions which are 
alive in the very substance of our history. This 
unity rejects, without hindrance, and with the 
same energy, Prieto’s immoral speculations and 
the unheard-of deviations of the policy patented 
by the Communist Party in September, 1942, at 
another extreme point of its acrobatic path. 

There are two camps in Spain. But it is not 
Zhdanov’s disruptive line which divides the 
Spaniards. On the one side stands Francoism 
with large property holders, financial groups 
and feudal interests supporting him, and on the 
other are republicans, democrats of all hues, 
broad masses of patriots and freedom-loving 
people desiring to liquidate this regime, which 
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has wrapped Spain in mourning and packed it 
with ruins and darkness. 


There are also reasons of an international 
character which force us Spaniards to declare 
ourselves against the idea of blocks, both blocks 
of today. This. theme, however,  over- 
laps the scope of the present article. But let it 
be clear in any case that we Spanish republicans 
and anti-fascists reject — on principle and by 
virtue of our own vital needs — the system of 
blocks, whose very existence endangers world 
peace and makes our tragedy even sadder, and 
our victory even more remote. 


The only block that concerns us is the block 
of the Republic, the block of struggle inside 
Spain for democracy and national independence. 
Within that block we must all be united, imbued 
with fiery hope, refusing to be distracted from 
that path by anyone, by ompulsion or tempta- 
tion, whatever their source, and rejecting the in- 
tereference of the interests of others with the 
interests of our people, whose cause is not for 
sale or forgery, nor may it serve for trading 
purposes,

ECHOS OF THE YUGOSLAV 
PEACE CONGRESS 


HE WORDS proclaimed by the Congress of the 
Yugoslav National Committee for the Protection 
of Peace have stirred up wide publicity abroad. 
Qualified as a sincere and concrete effort in the 
struggle for peace and international cooperation, the 


congress has been accorded conspicuous attention by 
world public opinion, especially by its progressive 
section. Foreign public opinion has been quick to appre- 
ciate the readiness of the Yugoslav Government to give 
active support to peace, i, e. to take part in the solving 
of any problems on the basis of equality and respect 
for the sovereign rights of all countries and peoples. 
More than by anything else, world public interest has 
been roused by the invitation of the Yugoslav congress 
to progressive individuals and all peace movements 
throughout the world to send their representatives to 
Yugoslavia and to the adjecent East-European coun- 
tries — in order to see for themselves and on the spot, 
who stands for peace and who is against it, who actu- 
ally works in support of the cause of peace both orally 
and with deeds, and where do words contrast with 
actual deeds. 

The French press, with the exception of the Com- 
informist section, has responded with lively comment 
on the proceedings of the congress. The “Combat” 
stresses “the invitation issued by the congress to all 
organisations of supporters of peace to come to Yugo- 
Slavia and see who is preparing for war, and who is 
fighting for peace’. The “Parisien Libéré” headlined 
its report from the Congress “Come and sce on the 
spot whether we are preparing for war —- the Yu- 
goslavs tell the world and especially the Com‘nform 
camp”, The France Press agency in itg dispatches co- 
vered the resolution of the congress, stressing that the 
same condemned the policy of spheres of interest and 
the interference of great powers in the affairs of small 
States, as well as that part of the speech delivered 
by the Yugoslav Minister Milovan Djilas which under- 
lined the friendly sentiments of Yugoslavia for the 
Albanian people, 

The Italian newspaper “Il Popolo” wrote that Mi- 
nister Djilas, by refuting all anti-Yugoslav charges at 
this Congress,“confirmed the desire of the Yugoslav 
peoples to live in peace with other peoples of the 
world”, The Roman “Messaggero”, comenting on the re- 
solution adopted by the Congres, said it was “repre- 
sentative of Yugoslavia’s current attitude to a series 
of very momentuous world problems”, 

Under the headline “Yugoslavia seeks the suspen- 
sion of attacks by the Eastern block and demands an 
inquiry ag to which country ig responsible for war 
preparations”, the Austrian “Neue Wiener Tages-~ 
zeitung” writes that “Yugosalvia wishes. nothing but 
normal relations and non-interference in the internal

affairs of individual countries”, With the exception of 
the Soviet-controlled papers, the rest of the Austrian 
press dealt with the Congress in similar vein. 

“The Yugoslav invitation to all peace movements 
..- that they check on the spot the conditions in Yu- 
voslavia — might contribute towards the preservation 
of peace” wrote the German press. Similar comments 
appeared in the Scandinavian and other European pa- 
pers outside the Soviet block. The U. S., Mexican 
and other press of both Americas for the most part 
passed positive judgement of the Yugoslav Peace Con- 
gress. 

The Congress made a deep impression in Britain. 
Beside many individuals from all over the world, the 
British National Peace Committee also responded to 
the invitation of the Yugoslav National Committee for 
the Preservation of Peace. The Committee is sending 
its representatives to Yugoslavia. At the same time 
it has asked Bulgaria, Rumania and Hungary to render 
possible the inquiry proposed by the Yugoslav Con- 
gress to be effected also in their respective territories. 
This British National Committee is headed by Lord 
Boyd-Orr, Nobel Peace Prize winner and one of Brit- 
ain’s prominent scientific workers, The Committee em- 
braces forty-eight different organisations, and in its 
ranks are included many public, scientific and cultural 
workers, trade union officials and others. The reaction 
of the London “News Chronicle” was also interesting. 
Writing under the title “Tito’s Invitation”, its editor 
Cummings said the following about the Congress: “One 
of the best answers to Soviet “peace” propaganda has 
come from Tito’s men. The Yugoslav National Com- 
mittee for the Protection of Peace has just issued an 
invitation to the leaders of the Soviet and the satellite 
“peace movement” that they may even visit Yugo- 
slavia to look for the so-called military bases built by 
America, and to see that Yugoslavia has no plan what- 
ever for attacking Bulgaria, Rumania and Hungary. 
Even if an answer were to be asked from USSR, it is 
unlikely that any, polite or otherwise, would be forth- 
coming”. 

And, indeed, the Cominformist countries have 
answered the Yugoslav Congress with silence. Not 
complete silence, though. The Cominform press and 
radio have in their own specific manner “commented” 
on the Congress, using their familiar vocabulary of 
abuse, But regarding the concrete proposals put for- 
ward, by the Congress, which had a bearing on 
them, too, and which invoked a reply, the Cominform 
information service had not a word to spare, This si- 
lence is understandable. Fear from acknowledging truth, 
which is the only thing they dread, underlies 
it, Nevertheless, even from this silence there emerges 
an acknowledgment — that the peoples of Yugoslavia 
and their leaders support and desire peace by word 
and by deed, and that the Cominformist peace campa- 
ign is a demagogic action designed to cloak hegemo- 
nistic and other non-peaceful combinations. World pub- 
lic opinion hag been able to discern this all the better 
after the Yugoslav Congress. 
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THE CONGRESS OF THE 
NATIONAL COMMITTEE 
OF YUGOSLAVIA FOR THE 
DEFENCE OF PEACE 


+ HE CONGRESS of the National Committee of Yu- 
‘] goslavia for the Defence of Peace was held in 

the Great Hall of the People’s Assembly of FPRY 
on July 17 this year in a spirit of awareness that the 
question of ensuring peace in the world was the vital 
question of all honest, progressive and democratic peo- 
ple, the vital question of the broad masses of people, 
of entire nations. People from various walks of life 
and from all parts of the country assembled at this 
Congress o voice their opinion on the struggle for 
peace, the opinion of all Yugoslav citizens, whom they 
actually represented on that occasion. The struggle for 
peace in Yugoslavia is an integral part of the struggle 
for the building of the country, and for sincere coope- 
ration between ail peoples of the world. 


A large number of the delegates took part in the 
discussion which wag opened after the Congress was 
greeted by representatives of mass organisations, the 
Yugoslav Government and party leadership, and after 
the reports were read on the work of the National 
Committee BlaZo Koneski, a writer, and a delegate 
from the Yugoslav Republic of Macedonia, pointed out 
that the question of peace was, for the small Mace- 
donian people, as well, as for all Yugoslav peoples, 
the question of ensuring their further creative eftorts 
fer the transformation of the country. 


The next speaker was the Bishop of Dakovo, Antun 
AkSamovié, who among other things said: “We have 
gathered here today to declare openly to the whole 
world: we do not want war, we want peace and in 
this wish we are united, Peace in the world is main- 
tained by physical force, but it ig defended by the 
principle of the sanctity of labour, it is defended by 
moral values”. 


Jovan Backovié, building trades shock-worker 
irom Titograd, the city which was razed to the 
ground during the war and is now to be built up as 
the modern capital of the Yugoslav Republic of Mon- 
tenegro — spoke next, He said: “We are building for 
a happier future. Should it be necessary to defend it, 
we shall replace our trowels and tools with rifles and 
machine-guns”, 


Referring to the significance of the struggle of 
the Yugoslav people for progressive mankind, the 
writer Ervin Sinko declared. “To wage a struggle for 
peace means to wage a resolute struggle for socialist 
relations between socialist countries... The first and 
basic condition for the realisation of socialist relations 
among socialist countries is to eliminate relation of the 
strong and the weak, the relations of the leaders and 
subordinates, the relation of the great and small na- 
tions. Such differentiations must not exist in either 
economic, political or cultural relations. Wherever there 
is the slightest claim to hegemony, the spirit of soci- 
alism is absent, The claim to cultural hegemony is a 
barbarous prejudice and an anticultural pretension”. 


Dugan Timotijevié, dean of the Diplomatic — Jour- 
nalist School then took the floor. He proposed a reso- 
lution in connec:!on with the unfounded rumours which 
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are being circulated to the effect that Yugoslavia 
had become an “imperialist base”, that Yugoslavia was 
allegedly preparing aggression and so on. The resolu- 
tion, which wag adopted by acclamation, entrusts the 
Executive Committee of the National Committee of 
Yugoslavia for the Defence of Peace with the task of 
calling upon peace movements, which have in their 
programmes the obligation to struggle against war and 
for peace and international cooperation — to send their 
representatives to Yugoslavia to see for themselves 
— whether there are any military bases of foreign 
powers in Yugoslav territory, and whether aggressive 
preparations are being made in Yugoslav territory 
for attacking neighbouring countries. The resolution 
also calls upon prominent public individuals — fight- 
ers for peace and international collaboration — to take 
part in this action 

Bishop Vladimir Raji¢ stated: “The Serbian Church 
throughout its history was a people’s church and looked 
upon the interests of the people as its own interests. 
Its future policy will follow the same lines, It will 
continue to struggle for peace with all the means at 
its disposal, for the independence of the people, By 


its example it appeals to us to do our best for the 
cause of peace, and if it is threatened, to stand up in 
defence of our national freedom and independence”, 

The next speaker to address the Congress was 
Belgrade University professor Dr. Milutin Milankovie, 
who spoke about science in the service of mankind, 
about the significance of the struggle of scientific 
workers against the abuse of scientific inventions for 
the mags destruction of human beings, about the 
Struggle of scientific workers for truth. He was fol- 
lowed by the Slovene painter Bodidar Jakac who 
emphasised that “whoever undermines the basic Wish 
of all human beings for peace, is not worthy of the 
name of man, who undermines this wish — ig equal 
to a criminal, as war cannot be justified by any need 
or any pretext”, 

Thug the representatives of the free community 
of Yugoslav peoples showed to the whole world that 
the FPR of Yugoslavia was monolithic in the struggle 
for peace and international cooperation, and that its 
peoples are prepared to exert all their efforts should 
freedom, independence and integrity of their state be 
in question,

NX its issues go far, the “Interna- 
tional Affairs” devoted a con- 
siderable part of its space to the 
present-day ‘policy of the big pow- 
ers, to the policy of blocs and sphe- 
res of interest, to the policy of Ja- 
tent war clashes. 

In view of the foreign policy pur- 
sued by the Soviet Government, it 
will undoubtedly be interesting to 
point to Stalin’s ideas on the per- 
spectives of the development of the 
international situation, which he set 
out back in 1927, in a conversation 
with the first American labour de- 
legation. Even then, 23 years ago, 
Stalin, in main outlines, foresaw 
a foreign policy as that conudcted by 
the USSR to day. 

This is what he said inter alia on 
that occasion, 

“...In the course of the further 
development of the international re~ 
volution, two centres of world pro- 
portions will be formed — the socia- 
list centre which will attract coun- 
tries inclining to socialism, and the 
capitalist centre which will attract 
countries inclining to capitalism, The 
struggle of these two centres for the 
domination of world economy will 
decide the fate of capitalism and co- 
mmunism in the world. Because 
the definitive defeat of world capi- 
talism will mean the victory of so- 
calism in the arena of world eco- 
nomy”, 

The above quoted passage was 
published for the first time ag part 
of the conversation with the Ameri- 
can Labour delegation, in the Mos- 


cow “Pravda”, issue 210 of Septem- 
ber 15, 1927, This conversation was 
later reprinted several times in the 
USSR, either in entirety or partially. 
Stalin’s replies to different questions 
were included in the tenth edition 
of the collection of Stalin’s works, 
which in the USSR are considered 
as his most important work and 
which bear the name of “Problem 
of Leninism”. They were omitted 
from the eleventh edition of this 
book to make room for newer ma- 
terial, But still in the first volume 
of the fourth Russian edition of Le- 
min’s selected works printed in two 
volumes in 1946 in the USSR We find 
Stalin’s replies to the first and 
twelfth question (from which the a- 
bove quoted passage has been taken) 
in their original formulation. 


And until such time ag the USSR’s 
foreign policy clearly revealed itself 
in practice to be the policy of one 
“centre fighting for the domination 
over world economy”, the policy of 
a “centre’ whose struggle would 
“decide the fate” of the world, while 
all other countries should have to 
be “attracted” to the one or other 
centre (spheres of interest and blocs) 
and only to serve the strengthening 
of these centres, Stalin’s words 
which we quoted above, ranked a- 
mong “wise and infallible” forecasts, 
But when in 1949 Stalin’s conversa- 
tion with the first American labour 
delegation had again to be included 
in its entirety in the tenth edition 
of Stalin’s collected works, the word- 
ing of the said passage was changed. 


Two Editions of the “Theory of Two Centres” 


This is how the earlier quoted text 
was printed in the tenth book of the 
Russian edition of Stalin’s works 
{page 134—135), published last year 
in the USSR, 

“...In the course of the develop- 
ment of the international revolution 
and international reaction, two cen- 
tres of world proportions will be 
formed: the socialist centre which 
attracts countries inclining to social- 
ism and the capitalist centre which 
attracts countries inclining to capi- 
talism, The struggle of these two 
camps will decide the fate of capital- 
ism and socialism in the world”. 


But this new “purged” text of 
Stalin’s replies also has retained the 
theory, discarded by the iron march 
of socialist events, of “two centres of 
world porportions”, and the untena- 
ble premise, quite alien to Marxism, 
on countries inclining to socialism, 
namely to capitalism. 

One must presume that after 22 
years of repeated publications of the 
original formulation, Stalin himself 
(or at least with his knowledge and 
approval) changed and shortened the 
passage which he earlier allowed to 
appear in the press of the URSS and 
in various books in many langua- 
ges. 

Accordingly, neither the first quo- 
ted text, nor the second more recent 
one can be considered to be an. om- 
mission. The present-day foreign 
political practice of the USSR Go- 
vernment does not permit wus to 
think so.

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LIFE IN SOCIALST YUGOSLAVIA. 


WHENCE THE UNANIMITY AND FIRMNESS 
OF THE PEOPLES OF YUGOSLAVIA 


HERE is no power today which 

can break our people in their 

struggle for independence and 
friendship with other peoples, in 
their consistent struggle for peace 
among peoples, for the equal rights 
of big and small nations, backward 
and developed countries these 
words pronounced by Milovan Diji- 
las, Minister in the Yugoslav 
Government, at the Congress of the 
Yugoslav National Committee for 
the Defence of Peace, express the 
attitude and the feelings of virtually 
the entire population of present-day 
Yugoslavia. 

Whence this unanimity, this firm- 
ness of a small country, exposed as 
it is to an onslaught of various in- 
trigues, fabrications, threats, eco- 
nomic and other pressure? When- 
ce the firm internal unity among 
peoples of different nationalities 
who live in this country, among the 
even more numerous national mi- 
norities, who to a great extent are 
intermingled territorially, who in 
the past were kept at a level of 
backwardness and inequality, who 
until but recently were taught to 
hate each other, and to live in per- 
manent strife? 

Thig question can be answered 
quite briefly: their firmness is the 
result of the consistently socialist, 
democratic solution of the national 
question in Yugoslavia, A true pic- 
ture of what this is like in actual 
life will, undoubtedly, be best gain- 
ed by those who come to Yugoslavia 
and see for themselves. All we, how- 
ever, can do here is to set out a few 
examples which will to some extent 
illustrate the rich and fertile post- 
war life of the peoples of Yugosla- 
via. 

‘he boundaries between the six 
Yugoslav people’s republics, are not 
boundaries which keep them apart 
but on the contrary bring them clo- 
ser to each other. In new Yu- 
goslavia, the federation is not 
just a network of small states, but 
is endowed with the character of 
free self-government of all peoples, 
full independence in the sense of a 
free cultural and economic develop- 
ment, whereby the more advanced 
republics help the backward ones. 
And backward indeed were a great 
many parts of Yugoslavia, especial- 
ly Macedonia, Montenegro, Bosnia 
and Hercegovina, 
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Some data on what has already 
been achieved in overcoming ‘he 
packwardness of ihese repubiics 
through the development of their 
resources and the unselfish assistun- 
ce of the republics of Serbia, 
Croatia and Slovenia, will ofver, 
though perhaps inadequately, a 
picture of the relationships among 
the peoples of Yugoslavia. 


Macedonia in pre-war Yugoslevia 
was in a position very much lik: a 
colonial land. Over 759 of the 30- 
pulation were illiterate, there were 
no scheols with instruction in the 
Macedcnian language, land was til- 
Jed mainly with primitive weod- 
en ploughs and, with the excep- 
tion of one tobacco factory, there 
was no industry. 

During the war, and later in che 
Federative People’s Republic of Yu- 
goslav.a, the Macedonian people en- 
gaped for the first time as a 
new nation upon the course of an 
independent state life. Their incus- 
try is being built up ata rapid pa- 
ce. The metal industry in 1949, for 
example, registered a 75-fold increase 
compared to 1945, the leather in- 
dustry grew by about 21 times, the 


building, textile and chemical in- 
dustries increased about ten times, 
etc. Five power plants with a capa- 
city reaching to about 15,000 kilo- 
watts were put into operation within 
the last two years, whereas all the 
power plants erected during more 
than 20 years of old Yugoslavia to- 
talled a mere 7,000 kilowatts, The 
large Mavrovo hydro-power plant, 
now under construction, alone will 
have a capacity of 150,000 kws, Most 
of the illiterates have learnt to read 
and write. Beside a number of se- 
condary schools, there were in 
Macedonia last year 1,419 elementa- 
ry schools with instruction in the 
national languange of the republic, 
and a Macedonian university was 
opened. 

Turkish, Shiptar (Albanian) and 
other national minorities live in Ma- 
cedonia together with the Macedo- 
nians in equality, harmony and bro- 
therly cooperation, There are 197 
Shiptar schools, 9 Turkish, ete., in 
Macedonia, while in the whole of the 
prewar Yugoslavia the Turks and 
Shiptars did not have a single school 
of their own, The population of 
every village, town and district, re- 
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gardless of their nationality, elect 
mn from their midst to the govern- 
ment bodies. The national com- 
position of the people’s com- 
mittees in Maccdonia is therefore 
approximately as follows: 70% Ma- 
cedonians, 15% Shiptars, 12%. Turks, 
the rest being representatives of 
other nationalities. The national 
minorities in other republics have 
the same equal status as those in 
Macedonia. 

A brief glance at some data on 
the post-war development of the Re- 
public of Montenegro, always 
considered economically “passive”, 
will be sufficient to show that this 
republic is eliminating its backward- 
ness and advancing by leaps and 
bounds. Industrial production in 
Montenegro increased by 6.5 times 
in 1949 as compared with 1946. The 
Niksic-Titograd railway line, the 
first in this republic, wag built, se- 
veral hydro-power plants were 
constructed and a number of schools, 
cultural and health institutions 
went up. Vast areas of swamp-land 
were drained, Large-scale land im- 
provement work jg in progress in the 
Skadar Lake basin which is cut in 
two by the boundary dividing Mon- 
tenegro and Albania, Floods, and 
big stagnant pools left by the reced- 
jing waters, inflict serious damage 
both to the one and the other country. 
The Enver Hoxha Government on 
orders from Moscow, refused to al- 
low Albania to take part in the 
gigantic undertaking of draining the 
lake, due to which the part of the 
lake belonging to Albania will re- 
main as it is. This important land 
improvement plan, alongisde other 
minor ones, will completely alter the 
economic aspect of Montenegro. 


A comparison of the 1949 and 1950 
budgets of this republic shows that 
expenditures (mainly used for the 
economic and cultural development 
of Montenegro) have increased by 
32 46%. with its own revenues aur~ 
menting by 9.80%. In 1949. 36% 
of the Montenegrin budget consisted 
of srants from the Federal budget, 
and in 1950. 45.3°/o, This is an exam- 
vle of how the other neoples of Yu- 
goslavia aid the development of 
Montenegro. 

The same applies to the Bosnia— 
Hercegovinian Republic. The rate of 
industrialization and electrification 
of this economically backward re- 
public is more rapid than the 
average rate of development in other 
parts of Yugoslavia. Bosnia and Her- 
eegoving are being built up into the 
biggest power and heavy industry 
centre of Yugoslavia at a fast pace. 
New coal mines are being opened 
and the existing ones enlarged, 
hydro-power and  thermal-power 
planis are springing up, the giant 


Jablanicg hydro-power plant system 
on the Neretva river is under cons- 
truction. New blast furnaces are 
being built, rolling mills extended. 
Three railway lines totalling 456 
kilometres in length, and several 
smaller ones, have so far been built 
and opened to trffic. 


The rapid development of the 
backward republics, alongside the 
general advance of the country, was 
possible because state authority is 
in the hands of the people, who also 
own all the means of production, 
because genuine socialist democracy 
is being strengthened in Yugoslavia,

a socialist democracy in which there 
is no “leading nation” or “elder 
brother”, as ig the case in the USSR. 
All the peoples of Yugoslavia are 
equals, and their equality is not only 
a formal legal concept, All together 
and each separately they develop 
their own creative forceg in work, 
attaining at the same time an ever 
increasing degree of self-govern- 
ment. They develop comprehensive- 
ly in brotherhood and unity, which 
means that they aid each other, as 
is the only way people should and 
must live in qa multi-national genu- 
inely socialist land. 


WHO IS RESPONSIBLE FOR 
SHATTERING THE INTERNATIONAL | 
SPORTS COLLABORATION? 


HE HUNGARIAN Swimmers’ 
Federation was among the or- 
ganisations which wished to be en- 
trusted with the organising of the 
VIIth European championship in 
swimming, water polo and diving — 
the most important swimming com- 
petition to be held in Europe this 
year. All members of L, E. N, (Eu- 
ropean Swimmers’ Federation) were 
in favour of entrusting this task to 
the Hungarian Swimmers’ Federa- 
tion, 
” his matter was definitely decided 
upon at the mecting of the Sccre- 
tariat of LEN in Italy last Septem- 
ber, when Hungary wag chosen to 
organise the competition. However, 
the delegate of the Swimmers’ Fe- 


deration of Great Britain remen- 
bered on this occasion how the Hun- 


garian authorities arbitrarily refused 
to issue entry visas to Yugoslav ath- 
letes who were to come to Budapest 


and take part in various international 
contests. He requested the delegate 


of the Hungarian federation to give 
assurances to the Secretariat that 
the Hungarian authorities would 
issue entry visas to all the contest- 
ants from LEN member-countries 
which have entered their teams for 
this. competition. The Hungarian de- 
legate was unable to reply positively 
even after the lapse of the period 
which he himself suggested. The 
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task of organising the championship 
was thereupon entrusted to the Au- 
strian Swimmers’ Federation. 

The Hungarian Swimmers’ Fede- 
ration declared soon afterwords that 
Hungary would not take part in the 
competitions as a mark of protest for 
having been “prevented” (?!) from 
organising the championship. But 
this is not the end of the story, The 
Soviet Union, Czechoslovakia, Po- 
land, Rumania and Bulgaria (all LEN 
members) failed to enroll for the 
com} etitions, being “offended” at the 
action depriving Hungary of the op- 
portunity to play Cominform tricks 
in the course of the VII Eurcpean 
Swimming Championship. As a con- 
solation, the Soviet leadership per- 
mitted the Hungarian Federation to 
organise the Swimming Champion- 
ship of the Eastern, that is satellite 
countries in Budapest this year, 

Thug the Soviet thesis of the divi- 
sion of the world into spheres of in- 
terest is also reflected in the sphere 
of sport. The initiative and notoriety 
for shattering the international 
sports cooperation among European 
nationg thus belongs to the Soviet 
leadership. This event has demon- 
strated more clerly than ever before 
that Cominform followers are devoid 
of all principle. It has exposed their 
false mealy-mouthed phraseology 
regarding sports collaboration. 
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“APPARENT 
CONTRADICTION”, 
OR THE IDOLATRY OF 
MR. VLKO CERVENKOV 


WITH the intention of flourishing 

his alleged intimacy with the 
masses, the boss of the Cominformist 
branch ‘n Bulgaria, Viko Cervenkov, 
is in the habit of answering letters 
from the public through the “Novo 
Vreme” periodical. 

“You find”, replies Viko Cerven- 
kov under his own signature to an 
“Esteemed Mr. Sarakostov”, in the 
third number of “Novo Vreme”, a 
theoretical review of the Central 
Committee of the Bulgarian CP, 
“that there are contradictions be- 
tween what I said in my pre-election 
speech on December 16, 1949 (“The 
Russian working class and the Rus- 
sian peasants have carried out a so- 
cialist revolution with their own 
forces exclusively”), and what com- 
rade Stalin said in his speech of 
February 4, 1931 (“We have con- 
quered not only by the efforts of 
the Soviet working class, but thanks, 
too, to the support of the world’s 
working class. Without such help we 
would have been torn to pieces long 
ago”). i 

Is there any contradiction in this, 
asks Cervenkov? 

“At first glance, it would seem 
so. .”, answers Cervenkov, “But 
the contradiction is only an apparent 
one”, 

It is open to conjecture whether 
Viko Cervenkov managed to con- 
vince some “Esteemed Mr. Sarako- 
stov”, and such of the Bulgarian 
public which still cares to corres- 
pond with him, that only an “appa- 
rent contradiction” exists between 
whst Stalin spoke, and what he 
himself said. This letter of Viko 
Cervenkov's, however, bears out the 
nominal chief of the Cominform in 
Bularia as denying the im- 
portance of the assistance of 
the world working class — which 
even Stalin himself acknowledged 
once —. for the survival of the So- 
viet Union under capitalist encirc- 
lement, in order to justify thereby 
the subjection and conversion of 
Bulgaria into a Soviet province. 

Further in the same letter, Viko 
Cervenkov underlines:

THE LAST DAYS OF A DELUSION 


(Notes on the book “The 


Rome—Berlin Axis” 


by E. Wiskemman) 


"TRUTH penetrates with difficulty 
through darkness of falsehood 
and delusions. But it nevertheless 
makes its way with uncontrollable 
force. Both these facts are confirm- 
ed by the book “The Rome—Berlin 
Axis” (Edition Payot. Paris 1950) by 
Elizabeth Viskeman, member of the 
Royal British Institute for Foreign 
Affairs. 

If we take it that the pages in 
this book devoted to Yugoslavia are 
a reflection of the average concep-~ 
tion which today prevails among the 
bourgeois public in the West regard- 
ing the development of the Yugoslav 
National Liberation Struggle, we can 
see that a considerable part of that 
truth, though nearly a decade after 
the beginning of that struggle, ‘s 
penetrating into the world. 

To declare immediately after the 
war that DrazZa Mihailovié was a 
traitor and collaborationist wou!ld 
have meant. more or less, for a bour- 
geois writer, historian or publicist, 
to risk being proclaimed a commu- 
nist agent. It is quite different 
today. Other considerations give way 
before historical facts. The false le- 
gend about the “Forest Czar” Draiza 
Mihailovié, the fighter for the fre>- 
dom of Yugoslav peoples, is in its 
last days. 

We read in Mrs. 
book the following: 

“Using the danger of extermina- 
tion as an argument, Mihailovié 
showed clearly, little by little, that 
he preferrred the Axis powers to 
Russia and Communism”. (p. 298.) 

“...an agreement cf collaboration, 
for instance, was signed between the 
Italians and representatives of these 
two groups (ustashag and chetniks) 
at Doboj, in June 1942”. (p, 298). 

“Not long afterwards the chetniks 
agreed to be bought over by the 
Germans also” (p. 298.). 

But although truth is gaining 
ground, the propaganda of lies which 
has been conducted for years, has 
not disappeard without leaving tra-

ces. One of these traces we find 
in Mrs, Wiskemman’s book. She 
writes in one place as follows: 

“The first groups which continued 
with active resistance against the 
Axis powers consisted of the fol- 
lowers of Serbian army chiefs, such 
as Mihailovié...” (p. 297), 

To write in Yugoslavia as to who 
was the first to offer resistance to 


the occupiers — is unnecessary, To 
discuss this matter with dishonest 
people abroad — is senseless. But 


when We see that efforts are made 
to offer objective truth to the pub- 
lic, which we believe is the case 
with Mrs. Wiskemman’s book, then 
we feel it our duty to point out what 
is at variance with reality. 


Just as Draza Mihailovi¢ was no 
fighter against the invaders so there 
were no “followers of Serbian army 
chiefs” who “continued with active 
resistance”. 

The first insurgent shots in Serbia 
were fired at Bela Crkva on July 7, 
1941. They were fired by Commu- 
nists. This was a signal for the ge- 
neral rising of all Yugoslav peoples. 
The general insurrection against 
Italian invaders in Montenegro burst 
into flame on the 13th of July 1941. 
It was organised and lead by the 
Communist Party. In Drvar, Lika, 
Kordun, Slovenia, Dalmatia, Mace- 
donia — all over Yugoslavia, it was 
the Communists who started the 
fightine against the invaders. This is 
confirmed by every trustworthy do- 
cument 

Historical truth demands that in- 
correct ideas on the beginning of 
resistance in Yugoslavia shoud be

THROUGH THE FOG OF PROPAGANDA 


EDITORS WHO DON’T READ THEIR 


OME’S “UNITA”, the organ of 
R the Communist Party of Italy, 
in its issue of July 14th, ag a special 
Sensation published the report that 
Somewhere in Istriq Marshal Tito 
had secretly contacted certain re- 
presentatives of the American Army. 

The source of this report, accord- 
ing to “Unita”, are “some papers in 
Northern Italy”, “Unita however 
does not name them, probably be- 
cause they are so obscure and reac- 
tionary, that the editors of the Tta- 
lian Communist Party organ 
thought it best not to mention the 
source of their information. 

It is, however, unimportant ag to 
who was the first in Italy to publish 
a fabricated report, whether it wag a 
fascist or a Cominform paper; these 
papers often accuse each other of 
publishing false reports, but when 
it comes to report on Yugoslavia, 
they gladly borrow news from one 
anther and announce them as estab- 
lished truths. It is thus immaterial 
whether “Unita” borrowed such a 
report or invented it itself, What is 
however interesting to note is that 
the Italian Cominform mounthpiece 
has repudiated the entire campaign 
it has been waging persistently for 
months with this latest sensation. 

The editor who allowed this report 
to be printed in the columng of the 
“Unita” has, judging by everything, 
not been reading his paper for the 
last few months. Had he done so 
he would obviously have known that 
there was no need for a Yugoslav 
statesman to meet in secret with 
American officers somewhere in 
Istria, since “as is generally known” 
Belgrade is replete with American 
officers, who have access every- 
where, so that besides their daily pub- 
lic meetings in Yugoslavia’s capital, 
they must find it quite unnecessary 
to arrange cladestine meetings in 
Some small place in Istria, 

This however ig not the gravest 
sin of this journalist, who, by the

way, is perfectly justified in not 
reading his paper since he must be 
fully aware he can learn nothing 
from it. His most serious sin lies 
in that he does not read Soviet pa- 
pers either, which as every Comin- 
form journalist he must read in ord- 
er to learn what he may and 
may not write. Several days after 
the publication of “Unita’s” report 
about this latest Yugoslav—Ameri- 
can contact, the Moscow “No- 
voye Vremya” set right all the Com- 
inform journalists who were not 
keeping sufficiently in step with the 
official Soviet propaganda, This 
semi-official organ of the Soviet 
Government announced that air- 
fields and the whole of the Adriatic 
coast in Yugoslavia had for a long 
time already been under the full 
control of American officers and that 
the Yugoslev Army, besides Ameri- 
can, also included a number of 
British and French officers But even 
after this lesson in writing, 
“Unita” in itg issue of July 27th, pub. 
lished a “despatch from Trieste” 
repeating the news of the contact 
with American officerg in Istria, This 
can only mean that the editors of 
the “Unita” don’t even read the 
“Novoye Vremya”, one of the papers 
which prescribes the tone of the 
whole Cominform campaign and 
accordingly also the tone of writing 
of this paper, 


faeces WHO DO NOT READ 
THE COMINFORM PRESS (or 
read it but don’t believe in it) do 
not include only the editors of the 
“Unita” but editors of other Italian 
papers as well. 

Thus the Trieste “Messagero Ve- 
neto” published an article on July 


6th, announcing that Yugoslavia 
had, according to reports from 
Washington, asked America for 
arms, 


Only asked for them? Had the 
“Messagero Veneto” been carefully 


és ES 


folowing the writings of the “Uni- 
ta”, it would have known that Yu- 
goslavia had no need to ask for so- 
mething which it has been recei- 
ving uninterruptedly for the last 
twelve months, and in large quanti- 
ties too, The organ of the Communist 
Party of Italy, on June 18th, printed 
a despatch from its Prague corres- 
pondent Carmine de Lipsis, from 
which we learn that “entire convoys 
of American tanks, field artillery, 
aircraft motors, ammunition of all 
kinds and even V~-2s” hed been 
streaming between Zagreb and Bel- 
rade every day for the last twelve 
months. 

The “Messagero Veneto” is, thus, 
if one is to belive “Unita’s” Pra~ 
gue correspondent, exactly twelve 
and a half months late with its in- 
formation about Yugoslavia’s arma- 
ment. 


Co EVENTS, however, 
which are actually taking place 
in Yugoslavia, can Sometimes be 
seen from the Prague watchtower 
from which the “Unita’s” corres- 
pondent observes thig country, 

Carmine de Lipsis’ despatch sta- 
ted that Yugoslavia, as part of her 
“war preparatives” — was building 
new roads, 

The Cominform journalist this 
time did see something that was 
actually taking place: Yugoslavia is 
indeed building new roads, short and 
long ones, narrow and broad, for 
village carts and motor traffic — all 
kinds of roads, And that roads which 
in time of peace serve the needs of 
peace-time traffic are, in case of 
war, inevitably used for military 
transport — that, too, is true, 

The far-sighted observer in Pra- 
gue, however, forgot to mention an- 
other of the war preparatives in 
Yugoslavia which he could easily 
noticed, namely that besides roads 
Yugoslavia was also building schools 
all over the place. And what this 
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THROUGH THE FOG OF PROPAC 


means needs not to be proved for 
everyone knows that school-build- 
ings are in case of war turned in a 
trice into hospitals for the wounded. 


K NOWLEDGE OF GEOGRAPHY 
is not the strong point af the 
Paris “Humanité”, This paper had 
earlier, when the order to ignore the 
existence of Yugoslavia had held 
good for the Cominform press, 
changed the course of the Danube, 
by enumerating the states through 
which the Danuble flowed without 
mentioning Yugoslavia, thus leaving 
its readers to draw the conclusion 


the Danuble no longer flowed 
through Yugoslavia. 
Today, “Humanité” changes the 


geograplical position of states, In 
corroboration of its assertion that Yu- 
goslavia is frenziedly preparing for 
war”, “Humanité” published a re- 
port — denied by Yugoslavia — to the 
effect that “big troop movements 
were taking place in the region of 
Istria” alongside “a reinforcement of 
frontier artillery”. This, says “Hu- 
manité”’, is part of Yugoslavia’s “war 
preparatives against the people’s 
democracies”, 

Which countries of Eeastern Eu- 
repe does “Humanité” think have 
moved west of Istria? Or perhaps it 
knows that they have remained 
where they were, but thinks that 
Istria is some province on the Yu- 
goslav—Bulgarian or Yugoslay—

Hungarian border? Or finally. know- 
ing where Istria is, has it for some 
higher propaganda reason, promoted 
de Gasperi’s Italy to the rank of a 
people’s democracy?

VED, speak in uneven num- 
bers — a connoisseur of propa- 
ganda tricks once declared. An un- 
even number in reports indeed in- 
stilg greater confidence because i* 
leaves the impression that the au- 
thor of the report has not contented 
himself with an approximate apprai- 
sal but has carefully calculated and 
consienciously checked the data h» 
is presenting. 

In order to leave an even greater 
impression of conscienciousness, th® 
correspondent of the American 
“Newsweek”, Sherwin D, Smith. 
went even a step further. In his 
report on Yugoslavia he gives not 
only uneven numbers but in his ac- 
curacy even goes to the second de- 
cimal, 

In his report he deals with the 
“gloomy life and brutal prices” in 
Belgrade. Professing high accuracy 
in calculations by resorting to the 
use of second decimals, this jour- 
nalist endeavoured to deny the r:- 
ports of various other Americon 
newspapermen, who, though singing 
no praises to the idyllic ease of Ife 
in Belgrade, nevertheless produe:d 
quite different figures. Thus, wh ic

the correspondent of the “New York 
Herald Tribune” (in the July 10 
issue) stated that the average ear- 
nings of a Belgrade citizen were 4,000 
dinars (or 80 dollars), Mr. Smith in 
the “Newsweek” calculates the ave- 
rage earnings at 24.11 dollars (not 
24, not even 24.10 or 24.20, but exact- 
ly 24.111), which means 1,205.50 di- 
nars. This, he says, is the average 
earning of g Belgrade citizen this 
year, while last year it was 21.95 dol. 
lers. 

Mr, Smith produces other figures 
as well, Thus, according to him, a 
family of four pay 22.10 dollars per 
month for one room and the use of 
the kitchen, men’s shoes cost 20 dol- 
lars on rationed sale, an egg costs 
40 cents, ete. 

Mr, Smith’s figures do not all vary 
with the truth to the same extent. 
An egg on the free market in Bel- 
grade is indeed expensive. But it 
would not be amiss to take a pencil 
and do a bit of arithmetics of one’s 
own on the basis of the figures he 
gives, 

Let us take that two members of 
a family of four are employed: their 
joint earnings last year amounted to 
43.90 dollars per month. Of this sum 
they paid 22.10 dollars for their lodg- 
ings and had 21.80 dollars left. It 
is obvious that with this they could 
neither buy shoes nor any other 
clothes, nor could they put anything 
aside for fuel, since eat they must. 

Now convert the 21.80 dollars (or 
1,090 dinars) into any currency of 
the world, take the prices in the 
most expensive and the cheapest 
country in the world. Calculate how 
much food can be bought for this 
sum, taking into account the fact that 
it is food for one month for four 
persons. 

After getting the result of this cal- 
culation you will wonder how eny 
inhabitant of Belgrade maneged to 
survive at all after a year on So lit- 
tle food. How is it that Mr. Smith, 
upon coming to Belgrade, did not 
find the streets completely deserted? 
What kind of magicians are these 
Belgraders to be able to live without 
clothes and fuel, on 5.45 dollars 
(272.50 dinars) worth of food per in- 
habitant monthly? 

We don’t know the answer to this. 
Perhaps Mr, Smith does? D, T. 
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Despite the Com ini form's flagrant 
anti-Yugoslay campaign and the 
attempts of its agents. to use even 
force to prevent progressive fo- 
reign youth from visiting Yugo- 
slavia, thousands cf young people 
have been coming here to help 
out in the work drives organized 
by Yugoslav youth. Here, on the 
spot, they have been convinced 
ot the falsehood of the Comin- 
form’s campaign,

SOVIET UNION IN THE SECURITY COUNCIL 


(By cablegram from our special New York correspondent) 


HE SOVIET Union, after seven- 

months-long boycott, again took 
its seat in the Security Council. The 
reason for this boycott, the Soviet 
Union poineted out, was the presen- 
ce of the Kuomintang delegate. So- 
viet Government’s delegates had 
been repeatedly stressed that the po- 
sition of the Soviet Union towards 
the question of the Chinese repre- 
sentatives was based on principle, 
and that, therefore, ‘t was impossible 
for them to sit at the same table 
with the Kuomintang delegation. 
Consequently the USSR withdrew 
from the Security Council on Janu- 
ary 13. 

Throughout that time, the Soviet 
propaganda machine has been em- 
phasising that he Soviet non-atead- 
ance in the Security Council ex- 
pressed the deep friendship of the 
Soviet Union for the Chinese people, 
and that it expressed the uncompro- 
mising struggle of the Soviet Union 
for the admittance of the repre- 
sentetives of the People’s Republic 
of China to the United Nations: 

Exactly two hundred days later — 
on August 1, 1950 — the USSR re- 
turned to the Security Council, and 
its same representative, Mr, _ Malik, 
again sat at the table where, unfortu- 
nately, the representative of the 
Kuomintang group’ was still seated. 

In speeches he delivered lately in 
the Seourity Council, Mr. Malik had 
repeatedly underlined ‘that the So- 
viet policy has always been a policy 
of strengthening the UNO. The So- 


viet propagandists now declare that 
the USSR participation in the Secu- 
rity Ccuncil work represents a con- 
tribution to peace. 

The decisions taken by the Secu- 
rity Ccuncil from January 13 onward 
according to an USSR statement are 
unlawful because the Kuomintang 
delegate still takes part in its work. 
Thus, the decision on Korea also, 
according to the Soviet conception, 
is unlawful, and probably that is 
why the Soviet delegate Mr. Malik, 
had propcsed his own resolution on 
the “peaceful solution of the Korean 
question”, The Soviet propagandists 
continue to strees that the partici- 
pation of the Soviet Union in the 
Security Council work represents a 
resolute struggle waged by the So- 
viet Union for the admittance of new 
China, of the struggle for peace and 
international cooperation. 

May we be allowed, in connection 
with this, to ask ourselves the ques- 
tion of what really constitutes a con~ 
tribution to peace? A boycott of the 
Security Council or presence in the 
Security Council? The USSR repre- 
sentative is known to have declared 
that, while the Kuomintang delegate 
sits in the Security Council, a boy- 
cott of that organisation represented 
a contribution to peace, while 
now, the same USSR delegate points 
out that the participation of the 
USSR in the Security Council work 
represents a resolute struggle of the 
Soviet Union for the admittance of 
the representatives of new China in 


a a as 


the UNO, and that participat’on now 
(under the same conditions with the 
Kucom'ntang - delegate at the table) 
represents a contribution. to peace. 

That is how things stand with the 
Soviet “consistently principled” po- 
licy, The boycott of the Security 
Council in reallity does not represent 
a contribution te peace, but, on the 
contrary, 't was a serious blow to 
peace and international cooperation. 

Considering the attitude taken by 
the Soviet delegate, one cannot avo'd 
the impression that the USSR is ex- 
clus'vely concerned with-its own in- 
terests. The Soviet leaders and their 
representatives in the UNO did not 
take the Security Council as a seri- 
ous instrument of international 
cooperation, Their sevenmonths-long 
boycott proves that. 

In its propaganda, the USSR keeps 
declaring that the Soviet policy was 
and remains a policy of ‘strengthen- 
ing the UNO. How then, we wauld 
like to know, does one contr‘bute to 
the strengthening of the United Ne- 
tions, if one keeps away from the 
work of its organs entirely, and if 
one does not cooperate in its eforts 
of furthering international coopera- 
tron and of solving disputed inter- 
national problems. How, on the other 
hand, .ould the Soviet Union have 
contributed to the peaceful solution 
of international dispute by the UNO, 
in the last seven months, when, for 
all that time, the USSR Govern- 
ment’s representatives did not take 
part in its sessions, 
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Apart from boycctting the Se- 
curity Council, the USSR wag not 
present at the sittings of the Com- 
mission for the Pretection of Men 
from Cancer, the Sce'al Commission, 
the Population Committee, and many 
other UN organs at which important 
q -sticngs were considered, It has 
never g ven a serious thought to the 
problems these organisations con- 
sider, and has, in its policy of boycot- 
ting the UNO, gone so far, that it 
began to boycott even the social- 
humane UN bodies. Under the pre- 
text that it cannot sit at the same 
table with the Kuomintang dele- 
gates, the Soviet delegation left the 
session of the Exccutive Committee 
of the International Children’s Emer- 
gency Fund, which was considering 
the a'd to children of the Asiatic 
countries, and which adopted a pro- 
pramme for the a'd to the Chinese 
children ammounting to 2 million 
dollars. 

Recently there was also heid the 
conference for technical aid to under- 
developed countr'es. This confe- 
rence discussed social quest ons 
which are of great significance for 
the future of the UNO, the prcpper 
application of wh'ch in practice ccu-d 
really become a firm base for inter- 
national cooperat’on. Here again 
the USSR faled to send its repre- 
sentative. By its boycott of other UN 
bodies, the USSR hag created an ex- 
tracrdinarily strained situation and 
jeopardised the correct functioning 
of the United Nations. It kept on 
sharpening the situation and deepen- 
ing the crisis artificially which was 
bcund to have negative effects on 
the flow of events. 


Those circlers which are against 
the universality of the Un‘ted Na- 
tions took advantage of the boycott 
tor their own ends. They considered 
that the right moment has come 
when they could step forward openly 
with the demand for rejecting the 
universality of the UNO, and for 
abolishing it altogether. Mr, Hoover 
at that time took advantage of the 
strained situation te make an open 
attempt t liquidate the UNO. 


Let us dwell for a moment at the 
‘juestion of what benefit the Chi-

nese people received by the Soviet 
non-attendance in the UNO sessions. 
Those who apposed the sdmittance 
cf the representatives of the People’s 
Republic of Chinato the UNO justi- 
fied their position by the Sov’et 
boycott, declaring that they would 
n t submit ‘o the ultimatum of the 
Moscow Government. They were ca- 
reful enough to avoid every dis- 
cuss:on on the question of the Chi- 
nese representantives, aware that 
upon that question they stocd on 
slippery ground. In view cf all th's 
the Sc viet boycott suited their plans, 
and they were grateful to the USSR 
for offerring them an opportun'ty of 
d’scussing the question of the Chi- 
nese representative cn the basis of 
Soviet—American relations, and not 
cn the basis of the lawful rights of 
the Chinese people. 


What can be said then of th: 
seven-months-long Soviet boycott of 
the United Nations? From the United 
Nations point of view the USSR. 
with it’s seven-months-long boyco! t 
of all the UN bodies, has delivered 
a heavy blow to international co- 
operation, The recent return of th: 
USSR to the UNO, regardless of the 
motives which had influenced it to 
change its attitude towards the Se- 
curity Council, could be regarded as 
a possitive step, particularly if ai 
members ef the Ccuncil take into 
consideration the general and not 
only of their own interests. 


Yugoslavig has always stood a- 
gainst any violation cf the princ!- 
ple of the universality of the United 
Nations. That stand she has also 
preved in practice, ecndemning alike 
Hoover’s action fcr a “United Nations 
without the USSR” and the Soviei 
boycott. Yugoslav’a adopted the at- 
titude ‘owards the United Nations 
as towards an intz1ational institu- 
tion whch should function as a true 
universal organisation. Yugoslavia 
defends the view of resolute resist- 
ance to any attempt at monopolising 
er shattering of the UNO, no mat- 
ter from which side and in what 
form. such attempts are made, and nc 
matter what their motives may ba.

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Burning of Books in Bulgaria 
by Confidential Order 


LKO Cervenkov, a Cominform 

exponent in Bulgaria, 's hav- 
ing all literature written and print- 
ed in Bulgaria after the war secretly 
collected and sent to the paper mills. 
This embraces writings that no lon. 
ger coincide with his present-day 
sattelite policy, or which clash with 
the revived greatcr — Bulgarian 
chauvinist pretens‘cns and are at 
odds with Bulgaria’s present fore’gn 
policy. 

Recently the Committee for Sri- 
ence, Art and Culture of the Bul- 
Sarian government issued under No. 
1417, a confidential order which was 
circulated among all state and social 
institutions, libraries and reading- 
rooms in Bulgaria, Under this order 
a number of polit’cal pamphlets, e- 
conom'ec and publi- 
cations, Uterary works, collections of 
poems were placed on the “index 
] brorum prohibitorum” and sent to 
the paper mills or certain pages 
were removed from them.

The titles served as sufficient cri- 
terion for the banning and destruc- 
tion of such books, First on the in- 
dex are books about Yugoslavia, 
about the struggle and achievements 
of its peoples, about the idea of Bul- 
gerc—Yugoslav rapprochement, ete. 
For cxample, a collection cf articles 
“Bulgarian Writers in Yugoslavia 
and Rumania” (published in 1945), 
“Yugoslav Children” by Bonco Na- 
storov, “Yugoslavia’s Constitution” 
by Bor’'s Spasov, “Democratic Alba- 
n:a” by Anton Kayev were all hit by 
the ban. The study by Edvard Kardelj 
“Rural Cooperatives and Planned E. 
conomy” and in this connect'on se- 
veral publications on Bulgarian rural 
cooperatives such as “The New Cha- 
racter and Tasks of the Cooperative 
Movement in our Country” by Sto- 
yan Jarev, “The Socio-Economic 
Reality of Cooperation”, “The State 
Aids and Strengthens the Develop- 
ment of Cooperation” by the same 
writer, cte. were also placed on the 
index, 
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It is interesting to note that books 
have also been banned which after 
World War II, on the initiative of 
Georgi D'mitrov, exposed greater- 
Bulgarian chauvinism and Bulgarian 
reactionary aspirations for Macedo- 
nia, The index, thus, contains the 
following books as well, Hristo Ka- 
laydyiyev’s “Federal Macedon‘a and 
Greater - Bulgarian Chauvimism”, 
“The Theory and.Practice of Grea- 
ter- Bulgarian Chauvinism” by Dr. 
Kiril Dromaliyev. 


The Soviet exponents in Bulgaria 
did-not spare even Georgi Dimitrov. 
They banned the “Georgi D‘mitrov 
Album” and ordered the removal of 
pages 21 to 24 from the “Georgi Di- 
mitrov Collection” which was pub- 
lished ‘n ccnnection with his 65th 
birthday. 

Thus, as Goebbels did, the Bul- 
garian Cominformists are burning 
progressive books, stifling progres- 
s:ve and democratic thought. They 
are doing this secretly because they 
are aware that their acts if known 
to the public would meet with the 
condemnat:on of the Bulgarian peo- 
ple end of progressive persons gene- 
rally, 


War Psychosis Spreads Under 
the Slogan of Struggle for 
Peace 


HE present-day Soviet leaders 

are behaving a; if they have a 
moncpoly for peace and struggle for 
its maintenance and consolidation. 
Ag such they juggle in the main 
with three editions of their “strug- 
gle”, one for the Soviet itself, an- 
other for their sattelites and finally a 
third for the rest of the world. These 
three forms of Soviet struggle “for 
peace” are directed towards conceal- 
ing the present-day unprincipled So- 
viet policy and towards justify.ng 
the hegemonistic tendencies of the 
Soviet leaders, 


Most interesting of all, however, 
is the “peace” campaign which the 
USSR is pursuing in the Cominform 
countries directly subjugated to it 
through its exponents in those coun- 


tries, This propaganda differs slight- 
ly on the surface from the usual 
Soviet “peace” propaganda, but in 
substance it has higher goals, In the 
main it is directed towards conceal- 
ing the nonpeaceful Soviet policy 
and towards convincing the peoples 
in the Cominform countries that they 
stand between Scylla and Charyb- 
dis, namely that they are menaced 
from all sides, that the enemy preys 
upon them from every corner, and 
that without “unselfish” Soviet aid 
an “protection” they would be wiped 
off of the face of the earth, In a 
word, the purpose of this propagan- 
da is to rouse fear among the people 
of Poland, Czechoslovakia, Hungary, 
Rumania and other countries, Noth- 
ing is easier than o sec this if one 
follows the Cominform press or 
l'stens to the Com'nform radio, 
Almost all items (political comments 
especially so) end usually with the 
following or a similar Sovict Infor- 
mation Bureau watchword: “Despite 
all dangers which today threaten 
the countries of the democratic bloc 
from all sides, their peoples may rest 
et case because with them is their 
great protector, the mighty Soviet 
Union, the fighter for peace...” 
Such gq struggle “for peace” or 
rather the d‘ssemination of fear of 
war under the cloak of that strug- 
gle has a special purpose, In this 
way tha USSR manages to hold its 
sattelites tightly on to its leash, 
making it possible to exploit them in 
greater measure and more brutally. 
On the other hand, such propaganda 
‘directed at provoking a fecling of in- 
security and fear of war, attracts the 
attention of the peoples in the east 
European countries from their inter- 
nal economic and political situation 
and from the difficulties into which 
the USSR hes plunged them with its 
policy of “elder brother” who in ex- 
change for economic and political 
independence of which he has de- 
prived them, gives his “younger 
brothe~” empty promises and extends 
his “br. therly aid” in the form of 
struggle for peace which camou- 
flages, war-incitement propaganda.

Aims of the Anti-Yugoslav 
Trial in Bucharest 


T HE PROOF that anything spon- 
sored by the Cominform only 
serves the Soviet hegemonist policy, 
was recently given by the staged 
Bucharest trial of four Yugoslav siti- 
zen and eight Yugoslav-born Ru- 
manian nationals. 


Similar to all previous trials, 
during this staged Cominformist 
performance torrents of anti-Yugo- 
slav inventions and jnsults have been 
uttered, This was nothing new, in 
the staging or the now, familiar per- 
formance, because this is the typical 
Cominformist-Soviet pattern of in- 
t recourse with the outside world. 
More interesting are the two Soviet 
Union’s tendenc’es which have be- 
come more maniseft at this “trial”. 
The first Soviet tendency is common 
to all usurpers who stick to the well- 
known maxim “divide and rule’. 
This is what the USSR ig trying to 
do in the Balkans by fomenting the 
hatred among the Balkan peoples. 
Out of the policy, of “divide and 
rulc”, which is so typical for the 
USSR today, arises another policy 
which the Rumanian exponents of 
the Cominform have endorsed for 
the benefit of their masters, publish 
ing in the indictment and putting 
into the mouths of the accused, who 
have been prepared in advance in 
the manner peculiar to Cominform, 
“confessions” on so-called territorial 
claims of Yugoslavia for Rumanian 
land, i, e. for the Rumanian part of 
Banat. 


Thus the itnmediate objective of 
the Bucharest trial is to create dis- 
trust and foment hostile feelings: a- 
mong the Rumanian people against 
the peoples of Yugoslavia, accompa- 
nied, of course, by increased. terror 
over the Yugoslav minority in Ru- 
mania. The whole world, however, 
and the Rumanian people first of all, 
know that there has never been any 
hostility between the Rumanian and 
Yugoslav peoples . throughout the 
history, and that Yugoslavia has 
never had any territorial ambitions 
in Rumania. The trial sponsors seem 
to have forgotten that the same could 
not be said for those who rule the 
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economic and political life of Ru- 
mania through their exponents, 

Consequently, the mctives for Bu- 
charest judicial farce are altogether 
different. Friendliness of the Ru- 
manian people toward their Yugo- 
slav neighbours ig an obstacle for 
the realisation of Soviet Union’s he- 
gemonist -tendencies, That is why 
the USSR hishes to arouse contrary 
feelings. The practice carried on by 
the USSR and their Rumanicn ex- 
ponents today undoubtedly does not 
allow this aim to be fulfilled, and 
certa'nly not by staging such and 
Ruman'‘an public as somcthing that 
occurs periodically. 


Policy of Occupying Powers 
and the German Workers’ 
Movement 


HE RESULTS of the “historic” 
decisions taken at the recent 
Berlin congress of the Cominform 
Socialist Unity Party of Eastern 
Germany to place the west-German 
Communist Party under itg juris- 
diction were felt immediately, An 
unofficial purge was launched in the 
West German Party cf “elements in- 
clined to sectarianism, criticism and 
opportunism”. In other words, a 
witch-hunt was launched in the 
main against all those who in any 
way manifested disagreement with 
the policy of subjugating the Ger- 
man workers’ movement to the in- 
terests of Soviet policy, 

One of the leading victims of the 
purge was Hugo Ehrlich, editor-in- 
chief of the West-German Commu- 
nist Party paper “Freieg Volk”. Early 
this month he was relieved of his 
duties by decision of the Central 
Committee of the Communist Party 
of Germany, allegedly for his close 
connections with Vilim Nevy, former 
editor-in-chief of “Rude Pravo”, the 
Czechoslovak Communist Party pa- 
per, whe was arrested in Prague 
last spring. In addition to Ehrlich a 
number of top-ranking and _ lesser 
party officials experienced the same 
fate. Naturally, this has a demoraliz- 
ing effect of the Party’s members, 
and weakens it rapidly as hag al- 
ready occurred to it several times, 


T 


That is only one facet of develop- 
ments in the German workers’ 
movement. It is not cnly exposed 
to outside pressure from Eastern 
Germany. The western occupying 
powers and the German authorities 
themselves interpreted the Berlin 
decision to place the west German 
party under the Socialist Unity Par- 
ty as open interference in the 
internal affairs of Western Germany. 
Consequently pressure upon the 
Communist Party and =  simultane- 
ously upon the entire workers’ move- 
ment in Western Germany was in- 
tensified. The Secretary General cf 
the Communist Party of Western 
G rmany Max Reimann was depri- 
ved of .his seat in parliament on th: 
charge that he is a’ Soviet agent and 
that as such he was involved in the 
kidnapp ng and transporting of the 
west German Communist leader 
Kurt Muller to the Scviet sector of 
Berlin where all trace of him have 
vanished. After this Reimann sough* 
refuge in the Soviet zone, 

Things, however, did not stop here 
On the first of this month the Ameri- 
can High Commissioner in Frank 
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furt released an announcement stat- 
ing that the American provincial 
commissioners had warned the chiefs 
of the communist parties in the pro- 
vinces not to apply the decisions of 
the Berlin congress. They were es- 
pecialy advised not tocarry out that 
part of the decisions relating to the 
“application of a policy of organized 
resistance against the western occu- 
pying forces and against Adenauer’s 
regime”. The first measure against 
the Communist Party in the western 
zones was to prohibit the posting of 
its proclamations and other an- 
nouncements. 

The deliberate issuing of instruc- 
tions frem Eastern Berlin to the 
effect that “in Western Germany no 
one need obey the occupying autho- 
rities any longer” greatly aggravated 
the already difficult position of 
the west German working class, 
exposed as j’ is to the pressure 


of the east German = sattelites 
of the Cominform, western  oc- 
cupying authorities and the Ger- 


man capitalists. 

It would be naive to consider that 
the decistons taken in Berlin, espe- 
cially those relating to the Com- 
munist Party of Germany, are pla- 
tonic, declarative cr of a propaganda 
character and that they are without 
background, No, they are fully in 
line with the present policy of the 
Soviet Communist Party leaders — 
a policy of stifling progressive for- 
ces generally, especially in those 
countries where it is possible for 
them to resist the present Soviet he- 
gemonistic policy. This means that 
the Berlin congress furn’shed mate- 
rials and incitement to the western 
occupying authorities to intensify 
pressures upon the workers’ move- 
ment, which favoured their policy 
in Germany and is simultaneou.ly 
convenient for present Soviet poli- 
cy of turning the workers’ move- 
ments in other countries into an in- 
strument with which to carry 
through the hegemonistic tendencies 
of the Soviet Union. Hence, the occu- 
pation authorities, each in their own 
way and for their own purposes are 
pursuing a policy directed towards 
stifling the workers’ forces in the 
whole of Germany. 
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On Recent Trade Talks 
Between Western Germany 
and Italy 


‘ALKS for a new trade agreement 

between Western ‘Germany 
and Italy have been ccnducted at 
the end of June and during July in 
Rome to replace the old trade agre- 
ement which expired cn June 30 
last. 


A number of controversial issues 
arose in the course of the talks which 
were the reflection of fore'gn and 
domestic political problems of the 
negotiators and the result of the dif- 
fering structure of their exports. 

In the first place these talks have 
been complicated by the restrictions 
of the occupation control organs in 
Germany +o effect the trade exchang- 
es on a bilateral and compensation 
basis, The talks have been further 
complicated by efforts to include in 
the new agreement the decisions of 
the European Economic Council on 
limited liberalisation of the ex- 
changes. The Italians considered that 
liberalisation of exports would cause 
a sharp rise of the farm produce 
prices on the Italian home market. 

In the old trade agreement Italy 
managed to procure for itself some 
advantages-over Germany. by virtue 
of its position ag an allied and vic- 
toricus power in the first World 
War. Western Germany did not for- 
got this and endeavoured in the new 
agreement to deprive Italy of these 
advantages gained in the past fa- 
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vourable political situation with 


black-mailing methods. 


This time Western Germany had 
all necessary political prerequisites 
to conduct the talks with Italy on 
equal footing, and to make the best 
use of the econcmic advantages of- 
fered by the higher organic struc- 
ture of capital in her industrial pro- 
duction and lower production costs 
of her industrial goods, Italy was 
faced with dilemma, either to sacri- 
fice the interests of her industrial 
North or those of her agricultural 
South, because the Germans had 
made the exports of their industrial 
goods conditional upon the exports 
of farm produce from southern 
Italian. Italian industry cannot com- 
pete with the German industry on 
account of its lower organic structure 
cf capital and production costs which 
are 30-40% higher than the German, 
The agricultural South, cn the other 
hand, relies on West German market 
to avo'd surplusses cf wine, fru't, 
vegetables, ete. 


The Italians decided to sacrifice 
the interests of agriculture to those 
cf industry to safeguard the latter 
from influx of cheaper German go- 
cds. This. decisicn was ifluenced 
in. the first place by the interests of 
the industrialists frem. North, and 
secondly by unemployment among 
the Italian industrial workers whose 
economic position would thus become 
still worse, inevitably leading to a 
sharpened struggle in the political 
field. 
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Victory of Ant: Leopoldists 
in Belytum 


N ACUTE struggle began over 

a year ago in Belgium over the 
question of the return to the throne 
of King Leopold III, whom Catholic 
reaction was pushing with all its 
might within the country while. the 
Vatican was doing the sare thing on 
his behalf on an international scale. 
Had they succeeded in putting Leo- 
pold III, an exponent of.the Vatican, 
on the throne, the Catholic Govern- 
ment in Belgium would have been 
consolidated. Thig would have been 
a new achievement in the realization 
of the Vatican’s political plans to 
organize a so-called “united Europe” 
under the leadership of the Vatican 
and the Pope. (A few days before 
returning to Belgium, Leoplod visit- 
ed the Pope which can only confirm 
the conclusion that the Vatican is 
standing behind the question of mo- 
narchy in Belgium). 

The English Government and 
Labor Party, however, was strongly 
opposed to the Vatican plan for a 
united Europe, They also want a 
united Europe, but under the leader- 
sh’p of the Laberites and social- 
democratic parties in the various 
countries. The Socialist Party of 
Belgium, therefore, supported by 
the Laborites, tcok a determined 
stand against the return of Leo- 
peld III to the throne, They be- 
gan a widerspread propaganda 
campaign against him, and pro- 
claimed the general political strike a 
legal means .of struggle. A decision 
was made to oppose the return of 
the King. even if it meant the divi- 
sion of Belgium itself. 

With the government in their 
hands, the Catholics undertook all 
possible measures for Leopold’s re- 
turn. They held a plebiscite of March 
12 in which 56% of the votes were 
for the return of the King. The Li- 
berals then left the Government and 
new elections had do be held. These 
June elections gave the Catholics an 
absolute majority, with only two 
seats more than all the other parties 
in the Lower House and the Senate. 
This made it possible for them to 
form their own Government and an- 
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nual the law preventing the return 
of the King, who tcok his place on 
the throne on the 22nd of last month. 

But the Socialists, headed by Spaak, 
decided to send a delegation to the 
King, proclaimed a general workers’ 
strike, organized demonstrations and 
called for resistance to Leopold. Fi- 
nally they organized g general march 
oil Brussels. Under pressure from 
the working class and the masses, 
the Catholics had to retreat. Finally, 
on the first of this month, Leopold 
was forced to abdicate in favor of 
nis son, 

in this fight against clerical dicta- 
jorship, the Communist Party of 
Belgium played a second-rate role. 
Ii did not take sufficient part in the 
struggle, claiming that it was infini- 
lesimal against the background of 
international events. Pursuing a 
Com'‘nform policy, the Commun’st 
Party of Belgium took an opportu- 
nistic, and, according to rumors in 
Belgium, even benevolent stand on 
this question which caused it 10 lose 
half its votes and seats in the last 
election, Unlike them, the Socialists 
consolidated their influence over the 
working ciuss and democratic forces 
of Belgium by the'r energetic op- 
position to the intentions of the 
Catholic and clerical reactionaries. 


Sharpened Contradictions 
Between the Benelux 
Countries 


T A CONFERENCE of the Bene - 

lux countries, heid recently in 
Ostend, the problem of putting the 
Economic Union between Belgium, 
luxemburg and Holland into effect 
has been postponed for the third time. 
The first date this Union was sche- 
duled fo come into effect was 
January Ist, this years; later it was 
postponed for July Ist, and now, at 
the above conference, the new date 
has not been determined at all which 
practically means a silent abandon- 
ing of the idea altogether. 


‘Tne reason for this failure to es- 
tablish the Economic Union of the 
Benelux is to be found in a number 
of contradictions, some of which had 
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been more sharpened during the ne- 
gotiations for the Union The basic 
and the most important contradic. 
tion is represented by variable agri- 
cultural ‘nterests, brought about by 
great difference in the agricultures 
of Belgium and Holland. In Belgium 
the acricultural production costs are 
considerably higher, and, conscqucu- 
tly, its rentability depends on the 
high protective tariff, Holland on the 
other hand, is much interested in 
the reduction of Belgian import 
duties on agricultural products and 
in the establishment of equal com- 
petitive conditions, which would give 
it the possibility of increasing export 
of agricultural products -to Belgium, 
and of ringhting its balance of pay- 
ments, The opposing political and 
economic differences which force 
Holland to insist on the reduction of 
Belg'an import duties, and Belgium 
to maintain them at the present le- 
vel at all costs have not been 
overcome yet. This was the chief rea- 
son that prompted Holland to de- 
clare on the very eve of the confe- 
rence in Ostend that the Economic 
Union cannot be considered until she 
achieves the equilibrium in her ba- 
lance of payments. 

The state of Holland’s balance of 
payments after the war has become 
even more difficult due to the de- 
mands made on the country’s f:nan- 
ces by the war in Indones‘a, wh'le, 
on the other hand, the income from 
shipping and foreign investments 
had been considerably reduced, Hol- 
land’s chances of equalising her ba- 
of payments are not at 
all favourable. especially now with 
the approaching end of the Marshall 
plan aid. On the other hand, Hol- 
land’s negative balance of payments 
towards Belgium amounts to over 5 
billion francs. This Holland’s debt 
to Belgium not only shatters the 
possibility of establishing the E- 
conomic Union, but it is likely to 
force Holland to introduce some res- 
trictions on the import of certain Bel- 


lance 


gium products, primarily textiles and 
metallurgical products, 

Of other contradictions between 
these two countries the most import- 


ee 


ant are the inequality of prices and 
wages, the inequality of taxation 
which is considerably higher in Hol- 
-and, and the competition between 
-Jutch and Belgian seaports. The first 
of these is the cause of unequal 
competition, both in their internal 
and on the foreign markets, result- 
-ng in considerable export of Belgian 
‘ndustrial articles to Holland, and 
the steady rise of Holland’s negative 
srade balances. This increase Belgian 
«xports effect Holland adversely on 
‘wo counts: first, they increases her 
passive trade balances, and second 
ihey offer serious competition to 
home products, Such a state of af- 
fairs retards further liberalisation of 
trade exchange between the two 
countries. Likewise the competition 
ketween Dutch and Belgium seaports 
adds to the difficulties, All these and 
cther contradictions have so far act- 
ed as a barier to the creation 
cf the Economic Union. While dur- 
ing the entire period prior to the Os- 
tend conference they were concerned 
with the Union, now they talk about 
some limited economic association or, 
in other words, about abandoning 
the idea of the Economic Union. 


The Benelux tidea, which came into 
being during World War II, was back- 
ed by Britain, which considered 
it as a means for the creation of the 
United Western Europe under her 
leadership, It has figured prominen- 
t-y in the British plans for a 
new equilibrium in the werld, 
for a third power alongside the USA 
and USSR. For a long time after 
the war, while Britain was losing 
her positions, the USA achieved se- 
rious combination with the Benelux 
countries. However, during the last 
year, the Benelux idea was cast into 
the background. As a result finance 
capital of these two lands, in its re- 
civorocal relations has become more 
liveral in protecting its respective 
interests. Therefore the increase of 
eccntradictions between Belgium and 
Holland, and the impossibility of 
establishing the Economic Union, 
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MACHIAVELLY’S TROTH IS NO LONGER 
THE ONLY TRUTH

IAGNOSIS, of the role of ethics in the re- 

lationship among states and peoples, 
namely the role of ethics in politics, made with 
an ingenious audacity by Machiavelli, is still 
very interesting. According to Machiavelli’s 
concept, ethics teaches us how life ought be 
regulated, while real life is regulated by the 
barbarous laws of jungle. 


“Real life is so different from what it should 
be — the events are so distant from what is 
desired, that it is preferable to keep to the re- 
ality than to the desirability. One who would 
want to be good among the multitude who are 
not good, is inevitably doomed to disaster”’. 

The tidea being that a policy based on ethical 
principles would be a bad policy, or rather an 
unfeasible policy, a policy of pure illusion. 
“Everyone will take every opportunity to do 
wrong to others if he thinks that it would fur- 
ther his interests”. This is what Machiavelli 
taught because he did not understand the na- 
ture of laws which govern human history. | 


We fight for peace, for humane relations 
among peoples and have faith in the success of 
this struggle. We believe in the possibility of 
peace not because we have illusions but because 
we have none. We are aware of the fact that 
the epoch in which we are living is an epoch of 
social revolutions. : 

In such an epoch all the anti-humane, de- 
structive forces, which are inherent in a class 
society and which have developed in the course 
of history, must inevitably manifest themselvesx 

But this most inhumane epoch of social revo- 
lution is at the same time the boundary which 
separates the history of class society, called by 
Marx ‘the prehistory of mankind’, from the 
beginning of real human history of the 
mankind. 

For this reason our epoch is not only the 
culmination of the prehistoric bestiality but 
also and simultaneously the epoch of unprece- 
dented historic affirmation of all that is hu- 
mane. To our present epoch Machiavelli’s con- 
cept of politics as a barbarous denial of ethics 
is applicable, but in this same epoch there exists 
the possibility and a demand for such policies 


which, far from being the denial of ethics, 
should be their consistent practical affirmation. 
In the era when the relationships of the capi- 
talist society have been destroyed and the bases 
of a future classless society laid down in a con- 
siderable part of the globe, there are no uncon- 
querable objective obstacles preventing the so 
cialist countries from bringing the spirit of a 
socialist policy into their mutual relations. In- 
stead of “taking every opportunity to do wrong 
to others for the sake of own interests”, the 
solidarity of interests of socialist countries de- 
mands a policy with a new contents, a socialist 
policy. And a socialist policy means socialist 
ethics applied in practice. 

The socialist countries in their international 
relations, already today, in the epoch of soci- 
alist revolutions, must representa pattern of 
the future universal relationships. 

This demand is no abstract imperative, ori- 
ginating from some good but fantastic motives. 
It is the expression of one of those specific his- 
toric tasks of which Marx wrote, tasks which 
take shape in the mind of the humanity only 
when the conditicns for their solution have ma- 
tured. I would add that in this particular situ- 
ation the conditions, which make possible the 
realization of this task, have not only matured, 
but they actually impel this solution. 

The present day historical necessity and not 
seme conclusion drawn from some abstract 
theory, demands that socialist relationships 
must reign among socialist countries, and as 
such, it is a task of the historic moment which 
cannot be silenced or falsified. Socialist coun- 
tries, which in their mutual relations shoulx 
represent the triumph of the socialist morality, 
would constitute a real bastion of peace and 
would exert an irresistible attractive force of 
all that is humane in the jungle of the imperi- 
alist polities. 

For this reason, the struggle for peace means 
the struggle for the socialist relationships among 
the socialist countries. Only in such a manner 
and under such conditions can the socialist: 
world stand for world of peace. But what are 
the socialist relations among the socialist 
countries? 


Oe 
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The first and fundamental condition for 
realisation of socialist relations among socialist 
countries is that the “prehistoric” relationships 
between the mighty and the weak must not 
be practiced among them, and no relationship 
of “leading” and subjcted nations and no re- 
lationship of “big” peoples toward small ones. 
There must be no discrimination in economic, 
political, nor in cultural relations. 


There can be no socialist spirit wherever 
there are any tendencies toward any kind of 
hegamony. Claim to the cultural hegemony is 
a barbarous trend and it is contrary to the 
essence of culture and cultural relations. Per- 
haps it would be well to recall a thought which 
of Karl Marx appears to be quite appropriate 
for the present situation: 


“Every people” — and that means “big” 
and “small” and the “biggest” ones — “has had 
something in which it excelled over other 
peoples”) 

Only in the prehistorical jungle has the law 
of brute strength ruled as the only law. The 
more numerous a horde, the stronger it was, 
and the stronger it grew, the more dangerous 
it becames for the others. Yes, but socialism 
means the realisation of new relationships 
among the peoples, such relationships under 
which there are no powerful and the less po- 
werful, but only a free community of peoples 
and individuals which draws its strength from 
the realised solidarity of the free and equal 
peoples. 

Socialism means the end of the “prehisto- 
ric” practice of exploiting the small by the big, 
ot the practice that the “big” rules the less big, 
and the less big the still weaker. 


Socialism stands for a new, unprecedented 
enrichment of the culture, because it means not 
only the economic and political, but also — 
according to Marx — the universal emanci- 
pation of the man himself, of the humane itself. 
(Marx: Die Judenfrage). 

This richness of free and emancipated life. 
the richness of universal culture, is composed 
of diversity, of an endless multitude of freed 
individualities, of a multitude of individual 
cultures, of assertion of mumerous national 
characteristics. 

Within the socialist world — provided it is 
really a socialist one — there can be no big 
powers who trent the so-called small countries 
as their obedient instruments. 

For this reason the absolute prerequisite for 
any effective struggle for peace is the struggle

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for both “big” and small nations to become 
subjects of their history, and none, not even the 
smallest people. to be the object in the grip of 
any big power. 


Consequently, the struggle for peace is the 
struggle for that truth and for realisation of 


principles that abhor all hegemonistic policies 


for which Yugoslavia is fighting today. 


it seems to me that the test of sincerity of 
any fighter for peace is his attitude toward 
socialist Yugoslavia, toward the truth of that 
country to which the history has given he role 
of champion of a noble cause, called by Marx 
the universal ernancipation of the mankind. 


Socialist Yugoslavia, systematically calum- 
nisted and threatened by the cruel economic 
blockade, this small country today represents 
a light that no power can put out. To say this 
is no rhetoric. The great significance here is not 
in words but in facts. The struggle, tenaciously 
and unwaveringly fouhgt by the socialist Yugo- 
slavia, is the struggle for its national in- 
dependence and its digni'y, but, and this is quite 
clear today, the cause of this country has from 
the outset exceded the narrow national bounda- 
ries. Here is the struggle being fought for 
the fulfilment >f a universal task which has 
been placed on the agenda of the history by a 
force more powerfull than any other. The name 
of this force is ristorical necessity and nothing 
can delay or corrupt it.

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Regarding an Incidental Reference to the Withering 
Away of the State

T ODAY in Yugoslavia, workers’ councils are being 
set up, the direct producers of goods are being 
drawn into the management of production and eco- 
nomic development, and the working people in gene- 
ral are taking greater part in the administration of 
state affairs. This entire revolutionary process and, 
consistent development of real, popular scelfgovern- 
ment ig unfolding along lines of strengthening the 
country and ensuring the victory and advance of so- 
cialism, and opposition to the tendency toward bu- 
reaucratic degeneration of the socialist state- This 
development could not but echo throughout the world, 
especially throughout the international working class 
movement, 


The reason for this is that it ig not only Yugew 
slavia that is involved in determining along which 
path socialist development, will take place of discovering 
the roots of those contradictions which resulted tn the 
crisis in the revolutionary imternational working class 
movement and the source of internal dangers which 
threaten the victorious course of socialism in the 
world. It is an old truth that as soon as a problem 
arises in a given epoch, forces capable of solving that 
problem are also somehow found. The centemporary 
experience of Yugoslavia in socialist building, in the 
solution of essential problems of socialism in general, 
is with inexorable logic bringing to the surface those 
social-economic reasons which brought about stagna- 
tion in the first country of socialism and which led 
to the attempt to identify the interests of socialism 
and the international working class movement with 
the specific interests of the bureaucratic-imonopolistic 
top circles in the USSR, This is so because socialist 
building in Yugoslavia is based on careful study of 
the classical inheritance of Marxism on the role of 


the state in the transition period from capitalism to 


communism and because the brilliant prophecies of 
Marx and Engels regarding the danger from bureau- 
cratic tendencies in a socialist state have been kept 
in mind, 

It és not, therefore, at all accidental that the 
Cominform propaganda machine, after a short and 
typical period of silence, was forced to react to the 
measures being undertaken itn Yugoslavia to draw the 
working masses as much ag posstble into the mana- 
gement of economic enterprises. The Cominform 
reaction was at first a bit reticent and then got more 
and more noisy with the usual flow of calum- 


nies, But in this umusical orchestra of voices 
raised against Yugoslavia, there was too much 
dissonance, too many contrapuntal melodies and 


disharmonious sounds. Some said that this was a mat- 
ter of an old, anarcho-sindicalist demand that the 
state be done away with altogether. Others claimed 
that it was simply a new form of inereased exploi- 
tation of the Yugoslav working people for the benefit 
of, and at orders from, AnglodAmeracan impcrialists. 
Ang still others asserted that the fact that the wor- 
king class was taking over management of the eco- 
nomy was nothing more or less than realization of the 


Cominform Resolution prophecy to the effect that ca- 
pitalism and capitalist relationships in production 
would soon be restored in Yugoslavia. And not a trace 
cof any attempt at some sort of theoretical interpre- 
tation in all these illiterate tales. 

It was clear that things could not end there. 
Finally, Stalin personally, with all his authority, put 
in an appearance in Ne 14, of “Bolshevik” magazine. 
Continuing his discussions on linguistics, which by 
some strange twist of logic has become a burning 
theoretical problem in Marxism today at a time when 
mankind ig deeply disturbed. by questions of war and 
the fate of socialism, Stalin imcidentally, by way of 
offering an example, touched not upon the problem of 
the state in the transition period in general but merely 
upon “Engels’ formula on the withering away of the 
state’, This turned out to be something very similar 
to the propaganda and agitation literature of the so- 
cial-democrats once upon a time when, as Lenin: said, 
“they officially paid tribute to Engels without even 
attempting to think at all profoundly about how deep 
and how broad a revolution is presupposed by the 
sending of,all state machines to the antiques museum’.”’ 

Actually, Stalin, in making incidental mention of 
this, simply repeated a thesis of his brought out at the 
Eighteenth Congress of the Soviet Communist Party 
in 1939, In short, he said that “Engels’ formula had in 
mind the victory of socialism in all countiries or in the 
majority of countries” and that, accordingly, it is unap- 
plicable in the “period of victory, of socialism in one 
or in a few countries.” 

Even this short paraphrase of the well-known 
thesis from the Eighteenth Congress brings to light 
a few typical factors, 

1) The entire complicated problem of the existence 
and functioning of thd state of the transition period, 
to which so much attention ig paid in classical Marxist 
literature along with warnings on the latent danger 
from bureaucratization of the state apparatus, its 
elevation above the masses of producers and the op- 
posing of its interests to those of the direct producers, 
this entire problem is reduced to a scholastic “formula” 
on the withering away of the state by restricting its 
importance to the future alone, meaning to that period 
when the proletariat has taken the state power in the 
majority of countries. 

2) The “formula” itself (actually the brilliant 
teachings of the classics of Marx'sm on the funda- 
mental question of development of socialism, socialist 
economy and socialist society as a whole in all its 
complicated entirety) is ascribed solely to Engels- 
Neither in the report to the Eighteenth Congress nor 
in the present discussions on linguistics did Stalin 
even mention that the idea on the withering away of 
fhe state in socialism is just as much Marx’s as it is 
Engels’ and that it was clearly expressed not only in 
the “Communist Manifesto” but also in a series of works 
such as “The Poverty of Philosophy”, the “Critique of 
the Gotha Program”, the “Civil War in France” and 
others. It is not accidental that Lenin emphasized this 
in many places, Here is only one instance: “The pro- 
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letariat needs the state — this is reiterated by all op-. 
portunists, social-chauvin'sts and ‘Kautskyists trying 
to convince us that this ts Marx’s teaching, They 
‘forget’ to add that, according to Maix, the prole- 
tariat needs only a state which is dying away, that is, 
‘one which is so constituted that it can wither away 
“mmediately and must wither away’, (From “The State 
and Revolution”) 


3) Unlike his report to the Eighteenth Congress, this 
time Stalin did not say a word about the well-known 
fact that Lenin had adopted in their entirety Marx’s 
and Engels’ prem'ses on the question of the socialist 
state without any limitation of its importance to this 
or that historical period. Lenin’s epochal discussion the 
“State and the Revolution” is an unusually profound 
elaboration and development of Marx’s and Engel’s 
ideas on the state and socialism. In his report to the 
Eighteenth Congress, Stalin did, it is true, mention 
Lenin’s book but it was again only a mention with the 
same limitation on its significance. 

In arguing on that occasion his po'nt of view that 
“Kngels’ general formula on the fate of the socialist 
state must not be applied to the separate and concrete 
case of victory of socialism in a particular and excep- 
tional country”, Stalin, cffering a “justification” for 
Engels, said: “We have no right to expect of the clas- 
sical Marksist writers, separated as they were from 
our day by a period of forty-five fifty-five years, 
that they should have foreseen each and every zigzag 
of history in the distant future én every separate 
country.” 


But, feeling the contradiction of this thes’s with 
the fact that Lenin’s book, “The State and the Revolu- 
tion” was written not 45—55 years ago but ca .he eve 
of the October Revolution, Stalin tried to decrease its 
significance in this way: “Lenin wrote his famous 
book, “The State and the Revolution” in August, 1917, 
that is, a few months before the October Revolution 
and the establishment of the Soviet state. Lenin con- 
sidered it the main task of this book to defend Marx’s 
and Engels’ doctrine of the state from the distortions 
and vulgarizations of the opportunists. Lenin was pre- 
paring to write a second volume of “The State and the 
Revolut'on” in which he intended to sum up the prin- 
cipal lessons of the experience of the Russian revolu- 
tions of 1905 amd 1917. There can be no doubt that 
Lenin intended in the second volume of his book to 
elaborate and develop the theory of the state on the 
basis of the experience gaicnd during the existence 
cf soviet power in our country. Death however. 
prevented h'm from carrying this task into execution. 
But what Lenin did not manage to do should be done 
by his disciples.” 

One more fact is interesting to note. From Lenin's 
preface to the first edition of the book, “The State and 
the Revolution”, we see that it was written not in 
August, 1917, as Stalin says. but in August and Sep- 
tember. Therefore, not “several months before tha 
October Revolution and the creation of the Sovet 
state’ but only one month before. meaning during the 
hectic preparations of the Bolshevik party for the 
occurences which were to take place in October. Then. 
the preface itself was penned on November 30, 1917, 
after the October Revolution, when the book came 
out in print- 

4) Stalin’s incidental mention of this matter in 
fhe “Bolshev'k” is typical not only as regard revision 
of the teachings of Marx, Engels and Lenin but also 
because it revises silently some of his own points of 
view brought out in the reports made-to the Eighteenth 
Congress. Referr’ng to the three basic functions of the 
socialist state, Stalin, in the above-mentioned report, 
says the following about the second phase of deve- 
lopment of the Soviet state which was ending with 


the adoption of the new Constitution: “The function 
of military suppress'on inside the country ceased, died 
away; for exploitation has been abolished, there were 
no more exploiters left and so there was no one to 
suppress. In place cf this function of suppression the 
State acquired the function of protecting socialist 
property from thieves and pilferers of the people’s 
property, The function of defending the country from 
foreign attack fully remained, consequently the Red 
Army and the Navy also fully remained as did the 
punitive organs anc intelligence service which are 
indispensable for tke detection and pun’shment of 
spies, assassins and wreckers sent into our country by 
foreign espionage services. The function of economic 
organization and cultural educationnal work by the 
state organs also remained and was developed to the 
full.” 

However, in the present article in “Bolshevik” 
there is no more ment’on of the withering away of 
any state function whatsoever. Such a stand hag. been 
abandoned. It has been replaced by the stand of 
“comprehensive strengthening”. “On the basis of study 
of the world situation in our time, Soviet Marxists 
have come to the conclusion that as long as there is 
capitalist encirclement, as long as soc‘alism is victo- 
rious only in one country while capitalism holds Sway 
in all the others, country in which revolution has 
triumphed must extensively sirengthen, and not 
weaken. its state. the state organs, the intelligence 
service and army unless it wants to be des'royed by 
capitalist encirclement.” (A little later Stalin sunp- 
plements this by the assertion that the “focmula of 
Soviet Marxist” hold true not only for the period 
of victory of socialism in a particular country, but in 
several countries). 


This point of view corresponds to the actual situa- 
tion in the USSR at present. It is the result of feti- 
shism regarding the present Soviet state and the 
Russian state in general along lines of immortalizing 
the interests of the governing bureaucratic-monopo- 
Istic group. 

This, of course, has very little real relation to 
Marxism, The great teachers of the Proletariat — 
Marx, Engels and Lenin — often underlined that the 
proletariat does not need any kind of state, but only 
a State which is withering away. Does this mean 
that a socialist state which is threatened by capitalist 
encirclement must dssolve its army, its organs of 
armed revolutionary force which are defending their 
socialist homeland? No. not at all, because this would 
be not only anarchistic adventuring but a direct 
concession to counter-revolution, 

The wilhering away of the state itself is a long, 
more or less erratic process of the withering away of 
one state function after another as the remnants of 
class society within socialism. Criticizing Bukharin, 
who considered that the army would wither away 
first, and then organs of internal repression and 
later the forced character of labor, Lenin referred 
to the problem in th.s way: “Is it not the opposite: 
first comes the “later” stage, then the “then” 
stage, and finally the “first?” 

Does this process mean the weakening of the 
socialist state (which the classics of Marxism say it 
is better to term a “community” or “commune”), the 
weaken'ng of its resistance to the attacks of counter- 
revolution? No, not at all, because a socialist state 
Strengthens in withering away, meaning that it grows 
stronger because incrcasing masses of working people 
take part in the manegement of the economy and the 
administration of the state, 

Yugoslavia can be proud that it has gone boldly 
and firmly along the road marked out by the great 
classics of Marxist science.

THROUGH THE FOG OF PROPAGANDA 


The New von Kleist Plan, a New Formula 
by Ilya Ehrenburg, and a Couple of New “Fascists” 


EGINNING with the wars in 

Ethiopia and Spain, Nazi and 
Fascist journalism acquainted us 
with refinements of a new way of 
disseminating false propaganda 
which might be called “a system of 
confirmation by way of republica- 
tion”. 

The system worked in this way: 
some fascist newspaper, let us say 
Goebbels’ “Volkischer Beobachter” 
would publish an imaginary “Tele- 
gram from Spain” to the effect that 
the Republican troops had carried 
out a barbarous massacre, The next 
day, the Tokyo paper, “Asahi Shim- 
bun”, would publish the same news 
without stating the source. The third 
day, Goebbels’ “Angriff”’, would 
again print this news with qa da- 
teline from Tokyo under a banner 
headline reading: “Japanese Corres- 
pondent Confirms New About 
Barbarites by Spanish Bandits”, The 
same day, Hearst's “New York Jour- 
nal-American” printed it, with a da- 
teline from no matter where. 
Then it was the turn of the “Volki- 
scher’, “Angriff” and “Asahi Shim- 
bun” to again release the same story 
with big headlines reading “Amer:-- 
can Press Proves Truth of News 
About Bloodthirsty Reds in Spain”. 
And so on. During the whole time, 
sma'l fascist sheets in Italy, Bulga- 
ria, Hungary, etc., would be rewrit- 
ing the story several times, referring 
to a different source each time and 
underlining that it had been irrefu- 
tably its 
authenticity they would state that it 
had been published by all sorts of 
newspapers in the four corners of 
the earth.

This Goebbels’ invention has not 
been forgotten. Today it is being 
used over and over again, The Com- 
inform press is taking advantage of 


it every day, Recently, this tried and 
tested method was used to dissemin- 
ate and “confirm” a story about 
“the new war plans of General von 
Kleist”. The story, for those who are 
still not acquainted with it, runs as 
follows: that German war criminal 
General von Kleist has become an 
advisor the Yugoslav General 
Staff for whom he has worked out 


a plan of attack on Albenia. 


The story was first printed by the 
Paris Cominform weekly “Action” in 
its July 24 number. A few days later 
it was copied by the Prague “Svo- 
bodno Slovo”. Some time passed and 
it was taken up by the Parisian 
“L’'Humanite” on August 7 which, 
pretending ignorance of its publica- 
tion by the paper’s associate, “Ac- 
tion”, printed it as the discovery of 
the Prague “Svobodno Slovo’. Then 
the other Cominform papers in Hun- 
gary, Bulgaria, Czechoslovakia, etc. 
ran stories to the effect that the in- 
formation about von Kleist had been 
confirmed by “L’Humanite’, After 
that, on August 12, L’Humanite”, 
relying on the new “confirmations” 
of the news by the entire Comin- 
form press, was already referring to 
von Kleist’s plan “as a gencrally 
known fact”, 


Somewhere in the Soviet Un’on 
(where he has been since March 5, 
1949, when the Yugoslav authorities 
turned him over to the Soviet offi- 
cials) von Kleist, if allowed to read 
the foreign press, undoubtedly feel; 
great satisfaction in his Nazi soul at 
seeing the application of a propa- 
ganda trick well known to him. It 
shows him that the spirit, of not the 
body, of his deccased friend, Dr. 
Gochbbels, is still alive.

ON KLEIST PLAN and the 
V news about it together with 
documents published in Yugo- 
slavia, which show that on March, 
5, 1949, Secviet authorities took

The editors of the Radio Moscow 
broadcasts and the editors of the 
“Giornale d’Italia”, although repre- 
senting the policies of two opposing 
blocks, think along the same lines. 
That is why they come to conclu- 
sions based on the same logic, 
Here is one conclusion made by 
Radio Moscow, and ene by “Giornale 
d'Italia” for compar‘son: 


In two of its broadcasts made on 
June 6th this year, Radio Moscow 
referred to the attacks made by Ge- 
neral Franco on Yugoslavia and Yu- 
goslavia’s answers to those attacks.

Now, . according to Ccminform 
logic the North Korean Government 
should also be included in the ranks 
of those called fascists by the news- 
paper of the French Communist 
Party.

A CONTRADICTION 
EQUAL TO CONTRADIC- 
TIONS IN THE SOVIET 

“PEACE MOVEMENT” 


To the Editors: 


[x YOUR next to the last issue, 
there was an article called 
“Creation of a War Psychosis and 
ihe Struggle for Peace”. It referred 
te a ccnvention against asgression 
und the inspirer erd creator of that 
ecnvention. the Soviet Union. But, at 
that time, the Soviet Union was not 
fight'ng only against military and 
political aggression, Of urgent impor- 
tance tor it was also the problem 
ef eccnomie aggression. beginning 
with d‘scrimination and end'ng with 
economic blockade. That is why it is 
necessary, as a supplement to that 
article, to recall the stand of the So- 
vict Un‘on on this question. 


At the League of Nations sess'on 
on May, 1931, the Soviet Delegation 
came cut with a draft proposal for 
a Protocol on Economic Non-Agres- 
sion which contained the following 
observations: “that refraining from 
all ageression of an economic cha- 
racter is an essential condition for 
ine cooperation of states in the e- 
venomic field, regardless of their 
ecanom‘e and political systems; re- 
fraining from all aggression of 
an ecenomic character would con- 
tribute to a clearing up of the pre- 
sent atmosphere of distrust, uncer- 
tainty and fear, which makes 
the economic s‘tuation more difficult 
in many ways. “On the basis of this 
Protocol. it provided that” the sig- 
natcry parties would undertake the 
obligation to renounce all d'scrimi- 
nation of any kind in their mutual 
relations, and would consider the a- 
doption and application in their own 
countries of all special measures di- 
rected against any country what- 
soever or several of the countr‘es 
signing this Protocol, or the adoption 
and application of measures which 
are not being applied to all the other 
countries, as incompat’ble with the 
principles of this Protocol’. 


Tt would not be amiss to recall a 
few of the typical statements of a 
prine’pled nature which were made 
in the discussion connected w'th this 
proposal put forward by the Soviet 
Delegation. At this session, Mr. Li-~ 
tvinov said in part: “There is a prin- 


cple which must remain absolutely 
inviolable: tne right of every people 
to be their cwn masters. including 
the right to join whatever union or 
federation they wish in so far as 
they do so independently, and notas 
the result of temporary schemes d'- 
rected against other countries”. 
At the May 21st session, giving a 
more detailed explanation of the 
proposed Protocol, Litvinov gave 
primary impcrtance to the oblga- 
tions of statcs “to refrain from hes- 
tile. measures in the economic field 
in relation to any country whatsc- 
ever or any group of countries for 
political or any other reasons”. He 
sought, that economic warfare be 
vroclaimed illegal. On the occas'on 
cf the session of the Economic-Mo- 
hetarv Commission of June 5—15, 
1933, Litvinev. speaking in the name 
of the Soviet Government stated that 
he was against all forms of aggres- 
sion, And in the special Committee 
fer the Study of the Proposed Pact 
On Economic Non-Aggression, an- 
other delegate from the Soviet Union, 
Mr. Sekolnyikov, made the follow- 
ing statement: “It should be said 
openly that discrimination. conceived 
ef as a collection of rieasures direct- 
ed against a certain country, can in 
no case be a means cf defense or 
salvation; it will always be a means 
of attack”. He then said: “Aggres- 
sion is the express weapon of the 
stronger and it is precisely the less 
powerful countries that should be 
most interested in being protected 
frem attacks by aggress've countries. 
The whole world knows that the 
policy of the Soviet Un'on has al- 
ways been inspired by sympathies 
for the rights and interests of wea- 
ker countr’es . In suoporting the 
draft pact on econcmic non-agres- 
sion. Mr. Sokolnvikov terminated his 
speech with the following words: “Do 
we or do we net want d'scrimination 
and econemic aggression to continue 
operating as elements which compli- 
cate and po‘son relations among peo- 
ples? If you wish to suppress these 
unsound phenomena as we are ready 
to do. we shall then have to work 
together on editing the definitive 
text of the pact on econom‘e non- 
aggression”. 


The prefoundly princ’pled stand 
taken by the Soviet Union at that 
time undeubtedly served the inte- 
rests of economic cooperation jin the 
world. What would be more natural 
than for these same pr'nciples to 
govern the Soviet Union today when 
it is no longer a case of economic re- 
lations between the Soviet Union 
and the capitalist countr’es but of 
relaticns between the Soviet Union 
and a whole range of countries that 
have taken the road to socialism.

Such a stand would be doubly be- 
ause of peace and socialism jin ge- 
neficial: firstly, it would further the 
nqeral and would particularly help 
those countries which are pursuing 
4 socialist course to build’ up their 
ecanomies more repidly; secondly, it 
would make effective the struggle of 
‘he Soviet Union against the discri- 
mination being implemented by the 
capitalist countries. It is true that 
‘hese same princ'ples are being tal- 
xed about today in the Soviet Union. 
At international meetings the Soviet 
delegates deliver speeches about 
protection of the interests and r‘ghts 
of small peoples, emphasizing the 
principles af sovereignty and in- 
dependence, that is, the right of ever y 
country to ke its own master, they 
support. measures against economic 
“usgression, cppose the Policy of dis- 
crimination of capitalist countries 
‘owards countries in the Soviet 
block. ete. They are, however, sim- 
ply talking through their hats, 
for there is a contradiction between 
the principle of economic cooperation 
which the Soviet Union supports in 
words and. the policy it actually im- 
Peements that is equal to the contra- 
“etions in the Soviet “peace move- 
ment’. This contradiction is a con- 
=squence of the hegemonistic policy 
af the Soviet Union toward countries 
soing the way cf social'sm, The es- 
-ence of that policy js contained in 
various forms of subjugation, ex- 
nleitation, and inthe economic block- 
ide of Yugoslavia. These are meg- 
sures of econcm'ec aggression which
